L Situation, Boundary, Area, Population, Revenue and 
Tribute. — As meutioned \i\ i)re\‘ious Reports, tlic Slate Bluinilpur lies 
ill the North-Last oC liajputanu lietAveeu latitudes 48" and 27'’r)0" and 
longitudes 7iro4" and 77‘'4tS^ the extreiue length and breadth being 78 and 
•18 miles respectively. 

The State is divided North and South almost in two eqiad [larts by the 
narrow gauge line of tlie lhijputana<-'Malwa-Kailway which passes Lust and 
^ West in a straiglit line. The Nagda-Muttru-llaihvay, a broad gauge section 
of the Bombay Baroda and Central India Railway, including the Bayuna 
Agra Branch, crosses the narrow gauge at Bharatpur and runs for about G8i 
miles in the State territory. The State is bounded on the North by the 
Gurgaon district of the Punjab, on the west by Alwar, on the South-West 
by Jaipur, on tlie South by Jaipur, Karauli and Dliolpur and on the East 
l)y tlie Agra and !\Iuttra districts of tlie United Provinces. 

The general aspect of the State is that of an immense alluvial plain 
fairly well wooded and cultivated with detached lulls iu the North, and hilly 
and broken districts in tlie South and low ranges on the parts of the wesiren 
and north-eastern Urontiers. The State covers an urea of about 1,998 
square miles with {i population of .5,58,785 souls. Tlieanininl gross revenue of 
llie State, calculated on the average of the past tliree years, is Rs. 84,18,525. 
It is exclusive of the Deorhi T'ehsil, the incoiii of which, about 2^ 
lakhs, is almost solely assigned for tlac Palace expenses. The State pays no 
tribute to the Britisli Goveiaiment or any other State. 

2. His Highness’ Name, Title, Health and Education. — The 

present ruler of the State is His Highness ]\Iaharaja Ah'ijeiidra Sawai Kisheii 
Singh Btihudur, Baliad ur Jang, a Sinsinwar Jat by caste. He was born on 
tile 4th October 1899. His? llighnc>s, having passed the Diploma 
examination of the j\layo College with credit, is now learning the ndininistra* 
tion work of the State since December 1910. His Highness commenced 
with tlie Army Department, taking over charge of the Cavalry Regiment, 
the Glmrchadas and the Imperial Service Troops. His Highness was then 
iiiltiaU'd iu the Judicial work hotln Civil and Criminal in wliich he ac(|uircd 
consitlerable ex])erience in a very >bort time. His Highncs> was invested 
with tlie Ih’d (!la>s tiien, with 2nd Class and alterwal’ds with the Isl Clam'S 
.Magisterial powers and a1<o with powers to try Civil suits upto Rs. 500 and 
liudly with appdlaP* and rv^'idon d iir^wers of tile State Council, in'" 



Highness has shoivn exceptional intelligence and acinnen in the disposal of 
the Judicial and Depai’tinental work. His Highness als 9 went through the 
budgets of the various Departments, including those which were directly 
under his charge. 

His Higlniess has also been initiated in tlic work oi the Kcvcuue 
Department. His Highness lias made a capital start and has shown himselF 
to be hard-working, quick at graspinga point and eager to get to tlie hottoni 
ol* the matters and to learn thoroughly. 

His Highness attends Coimcil meetings, and a separate Court and OfHcc 
under tlie name Ijlas-Khas with separate stafE has lieen formed where His 
Highness does the Departmental and other work. In order to acquaint 
liimsclf with working of the "Fehsils of the State and the coiulition of the 
people, His Highness remained in camp ^vith the Political Agent Jiastern 
States Kajputauu duringtlie cold season of ll)lG-]7. 

His Highness went to Bombay with his "Jkitoi' and Guardian ]\lr. H. C. 
Gibson, 1. C. S., on the 11th January 1917 and returned to Bharatpur after 
staying there for a week. 

His Highness accompanied by Mr. Gibson and party iirocecded to Mount 
Abu on the 5th June 1917 and remained there during hill season returning 
to Bharatpur on the' 12th July 191 7. 

His Highness paid a private visit to His Excellency the "\Geeroy and 
Governor General of India at Simla on the 8th August 1917. 

Colonel C. AV. Waddington, C. L E., JI. V. 0., wlio was appointed by 
tbc Government of India as llemount Officer for Kajputaiiu, Central India 
Agency and Kathiawar visited Bharatpur on the Isfc September 1917 during 
the course of his tour in connection with the purchase of horses and ponies. 
His Highness personally made all the arrangements in this connection, fixing 
centres in the State for the imrchase of horses and visited tiiem liijiiself 
Ijeforehand with a view to all a\'ailable good animals being collected tliere. 
His Highness then accompanied Colonel Waddington to all the centres and 
it was through His Highness’ i)crsonal efforts and keen interest taken in the 
work tliat a farge nuinhcr of good animals was secured. 

In Octoljer 1917, His Highness took part in a conference held at Ajmer 
for tlie discussion of the various questions relating to recruitment in 
Kajputana. The conference was attended by 9 chiefs of the liajputaiia States 
including His Highness and the same number of Europeon Political and 
^lilitary Officers, and was presided over by the Hon’ble Sir Elliot Colvin, 
K. C. S. I., Agent to the Governor General in Bajiintana. 

E. C. Gibson Esqr. I. C. S., continued to work as Tutor and Guardian 
of His Highness save for the iieriod of about four months when lie went on 
leave.

Lolvin, K. C. S. L, Agent to the (jov'ernor General, llajjjutjina, and Colonel 
Bannennan, C. 0.. C. 1. E., Peditical Agent. Ea.«tern llajpufcina Stjites. 

The Ilon'hle the Agent to the Governor General pi-esonted to Their 
I'lxcellencie.'. His Highness the Maharaja of Bharatjmr. His Highness the 
IMaharaja of Kishengarh, and His Highne.ss the ^laharaj Kana of Dholj)ur. 
The Political Agent then presented llao Uaja Raglumath Singh Sahib, the 
AssisUmt Political Agent and the iMemhers of the State Council. 

'J’heir Excellencies and party were then conducted to Motor Cars and 
proceeded to the Keolarleo Jhil for duck shooting. 'J'he shoot commenced at 
10 A. j\l. when a bugle sounded the commence fire. A Salute of 81 guns 
was fired to announce His Excellency's arrival. The shoot was stopped at 
1 P. IM. Avhen the bugle sounded the cease fire. The guests (present)were 
then i)resented to Their Excellencies by the Hon'hle the Agent to the 
Governor General and the Political Agent. Plastern Kajputana States, after 
which lunch was sei'ved at Kcoladeo. 

Shooting recommenced at 8-80 P. M. and continued until dusk. After 
lunch Her Excellency Lady Chchnsford, accompanied by the lion’blc Joan 
and the Hon’hle Anne Thesiggr, and the Hon’hle the Agent to the Governor 
General visited Dig. On the arrival of His Excellency at the Agency after 
the shoot State Dalis of fruits and sweet-meats together with the 
customary Rs. 5,000 in aish wore presented.

(r) liccruitnieiit for the Imlldn Armn . — In the matter of supplying 
recruits for the Indian Army every assistance has beim rendereil by the State. 
Bharatpur has. from the A'ery beginning of the 3\'ar. been one ol' the 
foremost States in Rajputana in the suiijily of reeruits for the British 
Indian Army and the great sueces- attained in the recruiting oiieration 
during the year under report is due to. in a great measure, to the keen 
interest and personal zeal of His Highne— aa'Iio has been doing hi- utmo-t 
in this behalf. 

The GoA'ernment of India having considered it a matter of the highest 
importance to give all possible imiietus to recruiting at tlie present 
time a Central Recruiting Board Avas constituted at Delhi in pursuance of 
AA'hich a Central recruiting Committe Avas formed by the llon’ble the Agent 
to the Governor General, Rajputana, Avith a vicAV to co-ordinate reeruitmeni 
in this Agency. In order to organise this Board a Conference AA'as held 
at Ajmer on the .‘list October in AA’liich His Highness the i\laharaja Sahib 
took part. The said conference Avas folloAved by the first meeting of the 
Rajputana Central Recruiting Board held at Ajmer on the ,3rd dSToA cmber 
1917 AA'hich AA'as attended by DcAA'an Bahadur idunsh Raiishan Lai, Judicial 
and Financial i\Iember of the State Council, as a representative of the 
Bharatpur Durbar. Tlie Darbar liaA-ing taken into careful consideration 
all the possibilities of recruitment for combatant and non-combatant units in 
the Bharatpur State and the ready ineaus of increasing the lloAV of reeruits, 
a local standing Committee Avas formed in July 1917 Avith the Political 
Agent Eastern States Rajputana as President, His Highness The JIaharaja 
as Vice President and the iMembevs of Council and certain Civil and jMilitary 
Officers as its members. At the recomntendation on of His Highness the 
Maharaja Sahib, Khan Bahadur j\faulvi Jlohaniad Ashfaq Hasan Khaii 
RcA'cnuc Member, State Council Avas appointed Secretary of the Bharatpur 
State Recruiting Board. The Tehsildars Avere ordered that in the matter of 
recruitment they should solicit in-tructions direct from the Secretary. 

The Local recruiting eonnnittce held scA'er<‘il meeting's n'orkitig' out 
details and orgaiiisting State recruiting parties for every Telisil, 
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The Darbar besides soiictionin^* advances to be made to recruits and 
stiiiiulatin^i- tile V'ork in various other ^yays was also pleaseci to allow tlie 
grant of a reward ol* Ue. 1 per approved recruit to tlie State recruiting parties 
in addition to tlie reward of Pis. o given by Governnient througli the 
(Joverninent Jieerniting Officer. It is wortliy of note and a matter of whicli 
the Bharatpur State s])oiild he proud tliat tlie jiercontage of 
combatant recruits enlisted in Bliaratjnir during tlie first three years of war, 
to tlic male population between the ages of lS-:25 as given in Apiiendix o of 
the proceedings of tlie Uecriiiting conference held at Ajmere referred to above 
is the liighest of all the Baj])utanu States. 

(r/) The Local branch of tlie Imperial Indian Belief Fund continued 
to do good work. As jirevioiisly reported, it avus established in 11)14 to grant 
relief to tlie men of the Imperial Service Troops, who returned from the 
Front on sick leave, or were invalided out of srevice. and the ramilie> of the 
deceased soldiers. 

The totiil amount siibscribe<ly including State contribution of Bs. 2o.0i)() 
was Bs. r> 25 (ill)*l^-ll. Of this Pis. were remitted to the Alliance 

Bank of Simla. Ajmer and a sum of Bs, 2,!)()4 was spent locally in giving 
relief etc. and other miscellaneous exiieiises connectefl with the Fund. The 
halaiice Bs. lO.DHS is Avith the State Treasurer who is Honorary Treasurer 
of the Fund. 

Flmiuiries were made into tlui family circumstances of ID men of the 
Bharatpur Imperial Service Troops and of the British Indian xVnny Avho had 
gone to tlie Front and who belonged to the Bharatpur Suite. Besides, sum> 
ago-vegating Bs. 3,225 were received form the Central Coiumittee of the 
Imperial Indian Belief Fund. Nasirabad, from time to time in tlie year under 
report and disti’ibuted to the persons of the Bharatpur Imperial SerAicc 
Troops Avho returned on sick leaAX^ etc from acti\’e ser\4ce. 

(r//) 3/r6-. Banncnmn Soldier.^' Oomforl Fund , — As mentioned in 

the previous reports, a Ladies' Committee Avas organized at the instance of 
Her Highness the Maji Sahiba, C.I., after the name of the late Mrs. Banner- 
man, for the purpose of collecting subscriptions for the Indian Soldiers’ Com- 
forts Fund and preparing articles of comforts for the same. The Couimittec 
prepared and supplied various clotliings and other articles of comforts for the 
use of the soldiers at the l^'^ront. The total collections during the year under 
report amounted to Bs. 7,666-1 LIO Avhile a sum of Rs. 1,124-9 represented 
last year’s balance. Of tliis Bs, 7,166-2-3 AA*ortli of the articles were sent to 
tlie soldiers of the Bharatpur ]mi)erial Seiwice Troops at the Front. ScA^eral 
consignments of dried fruits and spices were also sent. 

The Couiniittee continued to hold AVeekly meetings at Bharatpiu* undci' 
the presidentship of Her Highness the ]\iaji Sahiba, C. 1., and Her Highness 
the I^Iuharani Sahiba, Avliicli Avere attended by Europeon and Indian ladies. 

The Ladies’ Committee or association has been strated by Her Highness 
the Sahiba Avith the object of gaining the sjunpatliy and support of the

(.r) Judiau War Linni , — In response to the Oovewnment of India, 
Finance Department, Uesolution Xo. IISo p' dated the 1st March H) 17, 
inviting contributions to the AVar Loan, a meeting of t!ie Sardars, ofKcials 
and leading citizens of Bliaratpnr \vas lield at the Victoria l^ark on the Idth 
]\[arch 1917. It was presided over by Colonel A. D. A C. Bannerman. 
C. AC 0., C. 1. E., I. A., Political Agent Eastern Uajpnlana SOUes and 
attended by all the Europeon and Indian oHicers. Mis Higlmess the 
Maharaja Sahib and Tlieir Higl)nesses tlie AlajiSabiba r.i., and t])c M»uliarani 
Saliiba also graced the meeting with their presence^ 

The meeting was opened by the President with an impressive speech ill 
which he drew the attention of the audience to the tremendous struggle in 
Avhieh Empire was engaged against a powerful and unscrupulous enemy 
who used infamous and iulumuin me^uis to secure a draw. The President 
made a .special reference to tlie notable services of the Bharatpur State to 
the Empire in the present war and said“The Imperial Service Infantry and 
Imperial Service Transport Corps liave the privilege of taking part in the 
war operations which are being (*onflucted in Plurppe, Asiti and Afi’ica, liberal 
contributions have lieen made towards the Imperial Indian BelieCEund, 
Soldiers Comforts and various other AA^ar Funds and the recruiting of Jats 
and Cujars for the Ivegiments of the Indian Army aneV for the State 
Imperial Troops lais lieeu very satisfactory.^' 
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Jii conclusion he referred to the Avorcls used by the Prime Minister of 
Kng'land tliat big loan will shorten the war’’ and api)caled to the audience 
to use their utiuo>t endeavour to make the loan a comidete success in the 
Bliaratpur Sttite. 

A (reneral Connuittee of selected officials with Dewan Bahadur Munshi 
Ihiuslian Lai as its Secretary was formed to go into the details of working 
and organizing a managing Committee to carry on the Wav l^oan work in 
" the State. 

Tlic Darhar as a special measure to further the cause of the Indian War 
Loan and in order to lielp the Snitc employes in contributing towards the 
^aid Joan sanctioned the advance of o months pay witliout intere^»t to such 
of them as desired to join the loan, the amount being repayable within six 
juonths 1)y (> monthly instalments. Further concessions were aLo 

sanctioned in the case, of low paid servants. This had the desired effect as 
a very large number of Shite cmi)loyes took part in the loan, tlie system of 
Postal Casli Certificates being most populor. 

Her Highness the Maji Saliiba and Her Highness the ^laharani Sahiba 
held ladies meetings at Bharatpur and Dig and did their best to extend the 
objects and benefits of tha War Loan among the ladies of Bharatpur. 

The total sum subscribed by the Bharatpur Darbar and the public 
towards tlic War Loan, amounted to Ks. 10,29,4()(*. Of the promised amount 
a sum of Bs. 10,02,872 has been invested leaving a balance of Ks. 2G,r)94 
which it is hoped will be realized very soon. This includes tlie DarbarV 
share of Ks. 7,00,000 invested in. the new War Loan of J92i)-47 and War 
bonds of 1920. Besides this the Darbar has also converted old Government 
Promissory Notes of the face value of Ivs. 7,95,000 into the new 5 percent 
War Loan of 1929-47. Thus the Durbar's gross contribution to the AVar 
Loan amounts to about fifteen lakhs. 

{.vi) Coirfcrence A/ Control Criniinal Trihc^. — Jvlian Bahadur 
Maulvi Mohamad Ashfaq Hasan Khan, llevenne Member, State Council and 
Mr. A, G. Blanchett, Superintendent of Police were deputed to represent the 
Durbar at u conference convened by His Honor the Lieutenant Governor of 
the Punjab and held at Lahore on the 1st: and 2nd: November 19J 7 to 
discuss matters connected with theudininistration of the Criminal tribes with 
the object of securing uniformity of treatment in the Punjal^ and in the 
adjoining Native States. The representatives of the Punjab States and of 
several other States in Kajputaua also joined the Conference. The work 
done in Bliaratpur State in connection with the control and surveillance of 
members of Criminal Tribes wiis explained to tlic Conference and was mucli 
appreciated.

Chapter IT. Administration ol Land. 


(). The official year begins in Xovcuiber and the period covered by Ihi^ 
Peport is From the 1st November IDKi to the .‘list October I hi 7. 


Geiienil . — The year under reiiort was the sixteenth in succession from 
the date the final assessment was announced For the Bharatpur Circle, and 
the seventeenth for the Dig Circle. The old demand amounted to Ps. 
19,0Fb76G, and the new final demand Fixed at the Settlement amounted to 
Ps. 21,38,038. The final demand was reached after ]irogressive enhancement 
in the year 1905-00. As already stated in the Former years’ reports, the 
demand is realised in Full in normal years, Imt such is not the case in years 
in which the rain is deficient, and consequently the croi)s Fail and there is 
widespread distress among the agricultural classes. During such unfavour- 
able years, liberal concessions are granted to the Zamindars and the 
cultivators in the shape of remission and susiiension of land revenue. Taeciivi 
advances are also made to them on Ji large scale and large quantities of fodder 
are supplied to them at a cheap rate for the maintenance and upkeej) of their 
plough cattle. The distress is not so keenly felt in tracts that are command- 
I'd by bunds and channels of which there is a large number in 'the Bharatpur 
Circle. In the Dig Circle, where irrigation largely depends bn the water of 


ihe Puparcl, the land has deteriorated as a result of the gradually decreasing 
supply of water from this river. In the ^Bharatpur Circle, the condition of 
die land, specially in the two Tehsils of Bayana and Pupbas, has improved 
in conseciuence of the steady development of irrigation and the better 
facilities of water supply from ljunds and channels that have been afforded 
to the Zamindars and the cultivator.s of the latter two ])lace.«. 
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Crup .<. — Tlie yciir (iikIci- report \\-iis o£ great agricultural liro.sperlty. 
TIiu rains during tlio nion>oon of 191G were plentiful all over the State, and 
the area under crop was consequently nuich more than in a normal yejir. 'I'he 
<liuintity of rain received from Ai)ril IDUi to March. 1917 was o-J- inches and 
(>5 cents ujiainst an nveni^c of 22 inches. Tlie h'^llowin^i* statement Avill

The Zamindar.s willingly offered to pay off their liabilities to the extent they 
did which was most creditable to them. Both the Deputy Collectors and 
the Tehsildars deserve great credit for the taet and ability displayed by them 
in successfully trying to resume the financial cciuilibruim of the Stiitc which 
on account of the preceding year’s scarcity and short reco\-erie.s was then at n 
low ebb. Had there been no mutual cooperation and confidence between the 
Zumindnrs and the Uevenue staff, the financial condition of the Stale would 
iaivc been much embarrassed .specially when there were several e'xtraoi'dinary 
demands on the coffers of the State which awaited fulfilment.

The decrease was mtiiuly due to the fact that ti large number of cattle 
taken awav during the preceding year of scarcity by the Zamindars for 
purpoisc.s to 'wet tracts outside the Stiite did not return. 
Most of them were cither ^old, oi\ ])erished. The sliorUige would have been 
still more considerable IukI it not been due U) the lact, that the State render- 
ed very great help to the Zamindars hy distributing fodder to them’from the 
State godoAvns and by making* cash advances for the purpose of purchasing 
fodder. The general condition of the cattle was good. Tliere was no 
abnormal morhdity among them. Some C{ise> of Anthi^ax were reported 
whicli resulted in a few deatlis.

A^ already explained in the; i)recedingyoai‘',- roi)Oi‘t there are uo perennial rivers 
in the State. 'I'he four rivers: viz. the the Baiig.miga, Gaml)hir. the Ivaknnd 
and tlie Buiiarel whicli pass through the territory of the State flow -during the 
rain and dry up entirely two or three months after the r.ains have cea.sed. 
1'he blinds constructed by the P. W. Department which hold up rain water 
arc the only means of irrigation. The irrigation of land in the Northern 
(’irclc depends entirely on the water of the llnparel which, ^eomes from tlie 
'I'liana Ghazi liills in Alwar State and enters Bhuratpur territory near 
Bopalgarh aliere it is immediately held iiji by the Sikri Bund, and the water 
is distrihnted in two main channels, one flowing the North East towaixls 
Dopalgarh, Pahari and Kaman and the other Southeast towards Dig and 
K'nmher. Since the construction of the Bara Weir in Alwar territory, the 
Kupiivel water received on the Bharatpnr border i.- nmeh lees than what it 
was a few year." ago. 



14. SiUund and other calaniilie6\ — The mosL puiiiful calamity that 
laid a very di?<ahir()u> cftecr on tlie agricultural clasj?c> of tl)c Northern 
TcliJijil.s of the State u-as the lairstiug of tlie newly cons^tructed «Tai Samand 
htiml over the Uaparc/ river in tlie AJwar territory iu the month of 
September ihl7. The Bharutpur Durbar had no previoiii> intimation about 
tlie danger that was aliead, and the telegraphic information communicated 
by the Alwai* Dui’bar about the liund liaving hurst came as ajiainful snr])rise^ 
The I’csults, a> could be anticipated, were most tragic. The iutimation was 
loo short. Within a couple of days, tlie water reached tlie Sikri Bund on tiic 
border of tlw\.BhaiMtpur State. Tlie Bund was washed away at several 
places and the water came down in gushing torrents and advanced towards 
Dig, caiTying devastation will) it along tlie entire route. 'Phe liearths and homos 
of the people were instiintly Hooded and in iuo>t ca^e^ n ere s we])t away, 
cattle were drowned, the area uiitler erop wa^ suhmerged and remained 
under water for several mouths, roads were blocked, and all access to the 
affected area was made inipossihU*. Tor se\'eral niile>.- there one sheet 
of water whi(4i flowed with unabated fury until it threatened the Dig town 
and actually entered it in the nighttime. 4'he watei* tir&t found ir> way in 
the big ditch round the Fort, which wa> filled ui) by the <lay break. This 
siiort interval gave tlie inhabitants of the town an opiiortunity to escape witli 
their live.''. The water advanced with a rapid pace and within a >hort while 
half of the town was waist deep under water. Most of the* houses situated 
in low lying jilaces tumbled down. Tlie homeless peo])lewerc given shelter 
in the Fort, the Bhawans and the indaces of Dig. The city walls were cut 
at several places and the course of tiu; water wa> diverted to the plains 
outside the town. Ivaman town was similar! \' threatened. The water 
flowed in torrents just below the city walls. The people of of the tOAvn. 
men, women and children joined together in combating a common danger by 
darning all inlets in the wall, and tluis prevented tlie Avaterfroin entering the 
totvn. The water ultima teh' escaped towards Muttra passing (Tordliau 
where the Mansiganga Avas over Hooded and damaged a State Iniilding 
situated on tlie horiter. From (Jordhan. a portion of the water was diA’crtcd 
towards Kara, a village in the Bharatpiir Muttra road, until it joined the 
Jamna. 


1'he damage caused liy the bursting of the 4ai Samand Bund was 
Con.dderable, About J.2l).2:2r) lhgha< of area under crop AA*as totally 
submerged under w’ater. Numerous stocks of grain and fodder were 
washed away. The total damage has been estimated to amount to 
Rs. I7.04;4of) regarding wliicli a claim has been preferred again.<t the AJavui* 
Durbar. 


The after effects of this calamity were appalling. The people AAdio were

left (luite destitute and liomeless had nothing to fall hack upon. Tlie State 
granted tlieni relief in the shape ol‘ providing shelter and made c.ash advaifces 
for constructing houses^ and for muintiiinhig theiuseh'c.s and their ctittle. 
Besides, a sum of Rs. 2,80.774 Was suspended from out of tlHj nextdvharif 
Ivist. Tlie Revenue Staff passed a very anxieiis time. TIiG Deputy Collector 
of Dig and the Tehsildars of Dig circle worked hard in retrieving the distress 
of the afflicted iiersoirs, at a personal' risk. The siTvice" ivnclcred by tlicm 
on tlu* occasion deserve givai commendaiion.

Avas aeeurdingly apiaanted a> Survey 
Officer. Xecesnary prelilninarie^ Avere .settled to '^tarl Avoi’k on the field, but 
oAAung to floods, tliere waN some dely in actually undertaking the A\’ork. It 
AA^iis decided that, a> possible, local agency be employed and, accordingly, 100 
approved Patwaris were given training under the giiidiuiceof ^lunsurims and 
Inspectors imported from the outside. TIac AA’ork was organised by the 
Sm-vey Officer under the sttpevA’ision of the llevenue Member, Shite Council. 
The Avork of attestaion of records Avas deferred for another year until the 
Survey of a couple of Tehsils head been comjdeted. 

16. Co-operative Credit Sociclicfi . — The Co-operatiA'c Credit Societies 
are making a steady progress in the State. The number of societies rose 
from 30 to 50 and the number of members from 1186 to 1916. AAUth a 
AA'crking ciipitfil of IN.

The moA^cmeiit is being AA'orked under the direct superAusiun and control of 
the KeA’eiuie Member, State Council, aa4io is also the Registrar of the Co-opera- 
tive Credit Societies. Particular care is being tiiken to Avork the system on the 
lines and princi))les that luiA^e contriltuted to success elsewhere. The principle 
enunciated by the Committee on Co-operation in India in their Abstract 
RejAort are being strictly adhered h even in minor details. It lias been laid 
doAvn that the first condition for pitablishing a society in any village is that 
eA^ery avouIcI he member sliohld liaA'c a knoAAdedge of the principles of co- 
operation. Tlic theory underlying co-operation is that AA^cak individuals ai'e^ 
enabled to improve their ciijiacity, and consequently their material and moral 
.position, by combining among themselA'es and hringinginto tliis combination 
a moral (4Tort anrl a pi’om'ossivoly developing rcidization nf moral obligation. 



Tlie rdlowin^i usclul recoiuiDcndatioiifc made by the committee on Co- 
operation in India liuve an imporhint licjiriii;; and are bein^ followed -witli 
great advantage: — 

(i) In the forma tiou of a Society theJir^Jt essential is the aireM 
seJcction as members of honest men, or at any rate of men who have giveii 
satisfactoi*>' guarantees of their intention to lead an iionest life in future. 

(11) The Society should lend money to its luenibcr only. 

(ill) The loans must in no circumstances be for speculative purposes, 
whiclu so far. from cncouraginir tlirift and honesty have exactly the opposite 
effect. Loau'- sbould lx‘ given only tor productive purpose^ or for necessaries 
wliicli, as essential of daily life, can fairly be classed as prod^ictive. The 
borrowers should bo roiuircd t j vitisfy their fellows that they are in a position 
to repay the loans from the income tint they will derive from their increased 
productive capacity, or tlrat hy the exercise oi‘ thrift they can effect a margin 
of income over expondituiv which will suffic^e as they fall due. 

(iv) AVheu a loan ha:? been given it ib Cbsential that the Committee 
of the Society and the other membei'b should exercise a vigilant watch that 
the money is expended on the piiri)osc for which the loan Avas granted. 

(o) li‘ the money i.s improperly applied, it should he at once recalled. 

(di) The ultimate authority sliould nevei* be delegated to the office 
beirers, but should be retained in the hands of the members who must 
continue to take a i)racfcicjl interest in the basines^ of tlie Society. 

All business should be traubaeted with the auiximiim of publicity 
within the bOciet>\ L^or example, there should l^e kept in some place open 
to The inspection of evei'y member a list showing the loaiib issued to every 
member, the name of his sureties and the amount of the loan still unpaid, 
and each member should be required to knoAV generally how this account 
stands: gcueral meetings should be frequently held at Avhich the accounts 
and affairs of the society are fully discussed and explained. 

(oil!) TTic express object, of the Society should be development of 
thrift among it^ members. Avith the hoj^c too. that tliis idea of thrift may 
sjireiid in the neighbourhood. To effect this object, loans miist be given 
only Avhen they are really necessary and desirable. Further, the dcA^elopment 
of thrift and of a proprietory interest in the Society should be aided by 
efforts to build up as soon as possible a sti’ong reserve fund from in*olit. 
The Society must also be encouraged to obtain as much as possible of its 
(iapital f)’om the savings Avhicb itb teachings and cxanilpe have brought about 
among its member^ and their neighbours. 

(i\v) With all these must go the eleuieiitiry business principles of 
iionesty, punctuality in'oper jiccounts, deligciicc and payment Avhen due. To 
ensure all this there must be adequate control from Avitliin, increasing 
vigilance and supervision by the office bearers and a continuous effort by 
members in learning the principles of co-operation, in meeting frequently, in 
watching uthcrwS. in working hard and observing thrift, and in punctual 
rei)aym<‘nt of their <Avn ]oan> tliey fall due. 
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The Central Co-operath'o J3ank has been deolarecl a 6tutc Bank. Ail 
<ki)osits by iion-nionibers liav(* been tluis ^>aarenteG(l by the State. I'his 
important and'-jisefnl chan;r<* in tJie ba^ie princii)]c of lln* Bank has 
eontributed lar;y'ely to in>j)ire confidence in the niiiuh of the ^'eneral public 
and ha> ako strengfliened tlie hands ol* the or.i^anisors. There is now no 
'-‘dearth ol deposit" which are Ijein;: oHered in handsome amounts. As tin,* 
work ;:radually expand", the dei)osi( mon(*y will he uec(‘[>t(‘d in increasina 
amonnr" and he; ntili/ed in deM*Io]ii]i;i* tlu* material resonre(‘s of the 
a;*rienh nral classes. 

Idle loan ad\ancofl to the Central Bank by tlie State is a sort oT 
investment on which interest at the ran* ol' (i per eent tier annum is hein.i< 
recovered. From a financial jiuint of vi(‘W this investment is a very 
jn’ohtable bargain a." the rate (»!* interest is much better than any realized by 
the State on it^ otlier inNCstments. Besides, llu' investment serves the 
purpose of a cuiitrihution for developing the material ivsourccs of a people 
in wJiose wellare and advancement the State itseJl* is directly interested. 
It has been the endeavour of the orgaiiisor" to make the Central IhinkseU* 
supporting by making it pay its own way. This will he [lossible only when 
the nork has sufficiently advanced and the amount of ])rofit earned is in 
commensurate with the initial expenses whicli are necessary to he incurred 
for carrying on the work sLiccessfully. It is very satisfactory to note that 
the Zamindai’s of the State fully appreciate the utility of a movement wliich 
was an imported graft only lately, hut is exiiected to hccome an indigenous 
plant shortly with prospects of full foliage and fruits. 

17. The AtjricaU ural Model h\inn.. — The Farm continue." to do useful 
Work, d'he experiments conducted during rlu* year have been vei'y successful. 
The demand for seeds of supericn* kind has mucli increased and the 
Zaiuindars liave begun to ajiprcciate the utility of growing superior kinds 
of croi^s. Fusa wheat No. 4 and 1:2 and white-flower cotton have been 
greatly in demand. FiXperiment'^ were conducted on the Ibllowing vavities 
of cotton, grain, \cgctahles etc.

An Agricultural Gonference was held at the Farm in March 1917'^ to 
wliich ;i lur^je number of Zamindar? and Lambardavs were invited. Tbc 
improved implement.s;were shown totliem in AVorking order and tbeir litility 
was explained to tbem in detail. 'I’lie Zamindars unanimously'' agreed that 
PiiMi Avbcat was mucb superior to any other counti’y Avheat and tbe;^'' expressed 
:i (It^'ire to try it' (mltiA'atinn in incpeu^ing (piantity. They preferred Avbite 
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flower cotton to every other kind of cotton which they said suited the climate 
and soil of tlie State. 

The Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor General in Rajpiitana and the 
Political Agent, Eastern Rajputana States ^nsited the Farm i n January 1 91 7. 
Both the officer.s exj))’esscd satisfaction on the results achieved by the Farm. 
The Hon'ble the Agent to the Governor General was pleased to suggest that 
(he experience of rliffereni kinds of manure 'and watering should also he 
made ami tlu' result earefuliy watelied and noted in tlic reaisfer.

Commandant Samirat Singl) was in charge oi‘ tliis Unit throughout the 
year. 

Shutar Khana. — This Unit con&ists of 80 Shntur Sawars and 
Officers and three followers. Its men are employed for carrying heavj’’ loads 
and Dak from one place to another. Duiung the Camping season their 
duties are very heavy. Bnkhshi Madlio Singh wa«j in charge of t1ii<« 
force tin'oughout the year. 
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BaisL — Tliis is an in-egular force '’of the State and has to furnish 
guai’ds for the City gates and some of tlie State buildings and Offices at 
Bharatpur, iMuttra, A,gi'a and Govardhan &c. The number of men on roll was 
372 at the end of the 5 'ear. Its omplo 3 '^es hold hereditary posts. This Force 
is under the direct charge of Eao Bahadur Dhau Bakhshi Raghubir Singh 
Sahib. I^Iiis Unit also suiipliecl some recruiU for the Imperial Sernce 
I'l'oops and Indian Aianj'. 


23. Police. — j\Ir. A. G-. Blanchett continued to liold charge of the 
State Police Department as Superintendent throughout the year, excepting 
for 2 moiths, from 14th Maj^ to 14th July 1917, when he was onpritilege 
leave, and IMunslii Uaqi ilohammad Khan, Deputy Superintendent of Police 
acted as Superintendent of Police. The post of the Deputy Superintendent 
of Police having fallen vacant OA\'ing to the transfer of Pandit Hari Dass 
Kausiai’i to the Jaipur State, IMunshi Kaqi Mohammad Khan Sub Inspector 
1st Grade of the United ProUnces Police tvas appointed to the post on a 
salary of 150 per mensem, his services being tonsferred to this State for one 
year. He joined his office on the 16th December 1916. 

Strenglh . — There has been no change during the j^'ear in the strength of 
the Force which remained the same as in the preceding j’eai*, viz., 16 Officers, 
693 Non Commissioned Officers and men, 17 SaAvars and 85 Chaukidars. 
Enlistment in the Police was small in consequence of recruitment for the 
Indian Arm^'.

Train'mg q* Discipline of the Force . — Taa^o Hindu candidates, one a 
resident of the State and the other au out-sider Avere sent to the Police 
Training School, Moradabad, the former failed and the latter passed and is 
noAV scrAung as a probationarj' Sub-Inspector. 


42 recruits passed the examination in the Police Catechism and 14 in the 
taking of finger print, during the year under report. Discipfinc in the 
Armed Police and Mounted Police has been fan*, but in the CiAdl Police it ha« 
not been very satisfactory. 


The condition in the first half of the j'ear AA'as favourable but the latter 
half wa? marked by excessive rainfall and resulted in the failm’c of crops, 
These conditions, hoAvever, did not adversely affect crime. 



A riiim of Us 99C-9 was paid in rewards during the year underreport, 
605 to the Police, Us 32 tu the Chaukidars and Rs 359-9- to the out-sidevs, 
against the total amount of Its 1,099-1-0 paid in the last year. 

The number of men in the force who could read and write was 181 
against 176 in the preceding year. The number under instruction during 
the year under report was 13. 

Tliii equipment of the force remained the same. They are armed Jargelj’' 
with Martini Henri ]\Iuskets. 

The health of the force was on the an hole good and physical training 
was properly looked after. 

Reported Cognizable Crime — I'he total number of reported crimes, 
including cases reported direct to and decided by Magistrates Avithout 
feending them to the Police for enquiry aa^us 905 against llGl of the previous 
year, shoAving ti decrciibe of 256 Avheii compared Avith the figures of tlie last 
year. The diminution of crime resulted from the improved conditions AA'hich 
preA’ailed during the yeiir. Eliminating ciises reported direct to j\Iagistrales 5 
the number actually reported to the Police Avas 871 against 1111 in the 
Sambat 3'cat* 1972. shoAAung a decrease of 2^0 coming under the foUoAA'ing 
heads : — 

Theft ordinary 27, Robberies 7, Cattle thefts 46, liouse breaking 144, 
Murder & culpable homicide 3 and other minor offences 24. There Avas an 
increase of 7 in cases of receiving stolen property and of 4 in those of 
kidnapping, thus bringing the total decrease to 240. 

Investigation of Crime by the Police. — Of the 871 cases reported to the 
Police, 664 or 70.3 per cent AA’-ere brought under im’^estigation, against 70.1 
last year. Of the 664 cases iiwestigated, 342 or 51,5 per cent Avere 
convicted against 55.2 in the last yeiir or a falling off of 3.7. A part of 
this is accounted for by the fact that out of a smaller number of cases sent 
up for ti’ial in this year, 13 Aveve pending under trial at its close, while, last 
year, out of a much larger number only 4 remained pending. Taking these 
figures into consideration, the actual falling off this year is 2,4 and is partly 
due to the bad AA^ork of Sub-Inspector Gulab Khan at Rupbas and partly to 
to the fact that the year being a favom'able one, the persons committing 
crime Avere professional, AA’hom it is more difficult to trace, than those who 
arc dri\^ea to crime in consequence of poA’^erty and destitution occurring from 
unfavourable circumsbiiices. The percentages in the Cental and United 
Provinces Avere ] 5 and 40.0 per cent respecth^ely and our percentage of 
convictions to investigations is superior to theirs. The perc^entage of cases 
investigated by us to those reported is also larger than that of the United 
Pi’ovinces, 

Convictions of arrested versons. — Of the 543 persons arrested, 
conAdetions Avere secured^ against 493 or 90.9 against 89.5 of the last j-ear, 
tluAs shoAAing an improA’ement of 1.4 per cent. The difference is in favour 
of this year hut hispitc of an improvement the comparision cannot be 
considered as fair, a? last year only 10 men Avere under trial at the close 
against 3 8 this year 
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In the Central and United Pro^duces 5 tlie percentage of convicton to 
persons arrested ^vas 39.85 and 8.3 per cent less than that of the State. 

Proportion of the stolen 'property recovered. — The value of property 
stolen ill eases reported to the Police amounted to Ks, 37, 956-15-3 and 
recoveries to 12,410-7-0 or 32.6 per cent against oOjolS-M-O, 14,393-0-^ 
and 24.4 i-espectively in the last year. 

The decrease in the value of the property stolen was natural as the 
number of cases reported was small. 14ie recoveries show an improve- 
ment over last year of 8.2 per cent. This is satisfactory but is not a true 
criterion ol' judgment of the u^ork done by the Police as the loss and 
recovery of the stolen property largely depend upon chance. The value of 
the recoveries in the Central Prorinccs was 25 per cent and iu the United 
Prorinces J2.30 in 1910 and thufe giving the Bharatpur l^oHcc an advantage 
of 7.6 per cent and 20.3 per cent respectivety. 

Offences rclatbig to coins stamps Notes, — There Averc two cases 

during the year under report against one of the last year, both being- 
unimportant. One occiuTed in Pahari and the other in Bharatpur and both 
Avere convicted. 

Murder, — d'liere Avere 6 aises during the year under report against 3 
in the last year. 3furders are usually the results of the quarrels brought 
about in most cases unexpectedly, hence it is impossible to assign any reasons 
for the increase, nor is preventive action possible. In two cases, one in 
Bayaua and the other in Rupbas Circle, Avomen threw themselves into Avells 
with their infants and murders had ^o he I’^egistcred in regard to the latter, 
but of course no action could be taken. 

Of the 4 remaining cases, three were sent up for trial, tAA^o Avere convict- 
ed before the close of the Sambat year. The percentage of coiiAdctions to 
investigations is 50 (the 3rd case being still pending) AAdiich is satisfactory 
and in advance of the results obtained in the United and Central Provinces. 

Culpable homicide. — There AA^ere tw'o cases against 5 in tlic lust year. 
They have been challaned and pending under trial. 

Grievous hurt — There Avere 27 aises during the year under report 
against 30 iu the last year or a decrease of 3. Of these, 18 Avere brought 
under investigation, 9 sent up for iTial, 6 conAucted. 3 Avere compounded and 
one is pending trial. 

Poiso?iing. — No aise&'Uimc to the notice of the Police during the year 
under report. 

Kidnapping. — There Avere 9 cases against 5‘ last year. Of those 
reported 5 Averc sent up for trial and convicted. None of the cases have 
features of special interest.

DacoUy. — Tliero was onlj' one case against the same last year. It 
occurred at Duraaria village in the Ucliain Circle on the night o£ the 
25th-28th T^overaber 1916. Propert^f wortli Tls .88..S.0 in all was carried off. 
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Tlie Dacoits appesired to be Kaojnv?* unci proliably ol‘ l)bolpnr from cvberc a 
number is absconding, d-'liis cvas ascertained from a dacoitj' committed 
shortly before at Baser! village in the same circle in cvhich 7 Dholpur Kanjans 
participated. Their names cvere given by the members of the gang ndio 
were arrested. They have not been run down yet and as the viodits 
operand^ was the same in both the cases and the villagers expressed the 
opinion that the gang eras composed ol Kanjars. there seems no doubt that 
this crune was also committed by these Kairiars. livery effort to trace the 
gang failed. 

In the Districts of Sluttra and Agra. S) and 50 dacoitie.s respectively, 
were I’eportcd during the year corre.-ponding with our Sambat 3 ’car. 

Jiohbcri/. There was only one case during the year as against 8 in the 
last year. The decrease is entirely attributable to better conditions. 
The case occurred in the lluihas Tehsil. Tavo travellers i\hi]e smoking in 
the morning near a Bund wore depric’cd of their belongings bj’ 4 men, two 
of whom Avere armed Avith j\Iuskets. No physicid force aa'Us used but the 
victims AAmre told to hand over their valuables otherAvise they Avould be 
beaten and they compHed AA'itli the demands. The case remained unteaced. 

During the same year 10 and 8 robberies respectively occurred in the 
Agra and Mutti'a Districts, 

LxirJcmrj house frespass. oi6 cases Avere rc])ortcd during the year 
under report against 460 in Sambat j'ear 1972 and 057 in S.ainbat j'car 
1971. The decrease this j'ear AAdide being satisfactorj', cannot be entirelj’^ 
accounted for bj'^ the improA^ed agricultural conditions, but is doubtlessly 
due, in some measures, to the fact that a fairlj- large number of Slinas has 
joined the Indian Arm 3 ^ They are aa'cII knoAAm criminals and their enlist* 
ment had been of gi*eat advantage to the State, to the ]\Iinas themseh’es, as 
Avell as to the Government. Every facilitj' for enlistment is being extended 
to them. During this j'ear, on the recommendation of the Superintendent 
of Police, the Council obtained the saAictiou of the Political Agent, Eastern 
Rajputaua States, that Minas of Military' age convicted under the Criminal 
Tribes Puiles, bo alloAA'cd to enlist for the duration of the "War and that thej’^ 
maj' be forgiA'cn the unfinishd portion of their sentences unless they 
deserted or otherAAuse left before the period for which thej* eiiHsted. 

Of the 316 burglaries reported, 187 or 59.2 per cent aa'ci’c inAmstigated- 
and 59 or 31.5 per cent Avere convicted as against 54.7 and 32,9 immstigated 
and comdeted last year. 

There is an apparent falling off of 1,4 per cent in the percentage of 
convictions obtained, to iiiA-estigations made, but this is not zesAlly the case as 
4.5 per cent more AA'ere iuA'estigatcd than last year so that actually the AAmrk 
of the present j’ear is better. 

In the United Provinces 7 cases out of CA^ery hundred reported ended in 
couvi9tions, Avhile Ave arc able to shoAV 15.5 per cent a marked difference in 
our favour. 

During the j'ear several factors have operated in the decrease in burg- 
lavio* in the town. The fir,*t is the Arcll sustained effort to deal Avith the 
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badmashes started last year, in "which iS persons were required to furnish 
security to be ol' j^ood behaviour and ten more were asked to do the same 
in this 3 'car iNot onlj' Jiave their activities been restricted, but out-side bad 
chai’acters who used to be harboured them, liave had their visits checked. 

In addition to the above reasons for drop in the burglaries, four out- 
siders in the tovm were cajitured before thej* could do any mischief in the 
Citja Thej’- "were dealt ^vith under the preventive sections of the Criminal 
Procedure Code and are now in Jail. Thej' had 4, 6, 9, and 11 previous 
convictions resi^ectively. 

* 

Ordinary Theft. — 240 cases were reported against 267, in the last 3 'ear, 
sliowing a decrease of 27, Investigation was held in 180 or 75 per cent and 
111 or 61.6 con\actod. d'he pei’centage of investigations to reports last 3 ’'ear 
was 73.7 and convictions to investigation 76.1. The low results obtained 
this 3 ’^ear are partly accounted for by a larger percentage of investigations to 
reports. 

Cattle Theft. 133 Cattle thefts were reported against 179 in the 
previous 3 "ear. The decrease is due to the following causes: — 

1. For some months a large portion of the State was under water, 

making it difficult for cattle lifters to get about. 

2. The number of Jlinas committing this crime has been reduced 

b 3 ^ the enlistment of some of them in the Indian Army. 

3. Burking of this description of crime b 3 r some Thanas. 

4. Good work done bs' some Thanedars, in detection and application 

of the preventive sections of the Criminal Pi’ocedurc Code. 

Of the 133 cases reported, 125 or 93.9 per cent Avere brought under inves- 
ligaton and 40 or 32 per cent, were convicted against 31,9 last 3 ’ear. 30 per 
cent of the cases reported were traced against 29 per cent in the last 3 'ear. 
In the United Provinces the percentage AVas 22. 

Vagrancy & had livelihood. — 45 persons AA^ere dealt during the 3*ear, 1 5 
under Section 109, & 30 under 110 Indian Penal Code, against 58 in the last 
3^ear. 

Identification of criminals hy means of finger prints. — The finger 
impression slips of 85 persons Averc sent to the Bureau, of these 34 Avere traced 
against 37 in the last 3'ear. 

Tdscape from the Police Custody. — There Avas onl3' one case during the 
3fear under report against the same in the last 3^ear. It was unimportant and 
the accused AA'as re-alTested and punished. 

Absconded Offenders. — "There Wei'C 81 cases in the Eegister at the 
commencement of the 3'ear and 19 Averc added during the ycai*, making a 
total of 100. Of these, 31 aa'ci'c arrested and expunged leaA'ing 69 at the 
close of the 3 ’ear. 

Arrest of deserters. — 16 Army Deserters Were arrested during the year 
Under report. 



Co-opc*^ation with the Police of the adjoining Native States and British 
Bislvicts. — Our relations wtli British Districts and Native States continued 
satisfactorily’’, ready help is invariably given. 

Criminal Tribes. — The State is doing its best towards the reclamation 
of the members of the Criminal Tribes They’' have been segregated in two 
settlements, one at Blanchettpiira in Tehsil Eupbas and the other at Thakaria 
in Tehsil Bayana, where they are put under strong Police surveillance and 
are employ’'ed in agricultural and industrious pursuits. They have 
begun to realize the honest labour and are gradually’’ taking to peaceful 
pursuits. 

The population of both the settlements at the commencement of the 
y’’ear was 380 and at the close of the year was 364, consisting of 99 men, 90 
women, 90 boys and 85 girls. 

The area cultivated by’’ them during the y’’ear under report was 706 
Bighas against 1,193 Bighus in the preceding y’’ear. The total number of 
cattle possessed bj’’ the Settlers was 205 against 335 in the preAuous y^ear* 
The decrease was due to an outbreak of enthrax. 

A sum of Es 1,292 was paid to the two settlements as taccavi advances. 
The total sum recovered on account of land revenue and water rates, 
amounted to 1,386-14-6 against 898-14-9 in the last year. 

The Schools maintained at the two settlements have made a slight 
progress during the y^ear under report. 

There were 33 deaths against 10 in the last year and 8 in 1915. Of 
these two were caused by’’ suicide. 

The Police Department controls and keeps under surveillance the 
various criminal tribes which are scattered in the State and have a population 
of 1123 Minas 323 Baorias, 22 Badaks, 35 Aherias or Shikaris, 15 Fahalias, 
55 Berks and 307 Nats. 

11 Minas got themselves enlisted in the Indian Army against 25 in the 
last year 

Special arrangement has been made during the y’’ear under report for 
the medical help to be administered in cases of fever and other malaidal 
diseases. 

24 Judicial.^ — Mir Sajjad Husain continued to be the District and 
Sessions Judge, Bharatpur, while Kai Sahib Munshi Baldeo Pershad, B.A., 
continued as Nazim and District Magistrate of Bharatpur. Balki Sheo Lai, 
B.A., continued to be Nazim and District Magistrate of Dig till May 1917 
when he was deputed as Secretary to His Highness the Maharaja. Sahib 
Bahadur of Bharatpur and Pandit Maya Shanker, B.A., Comptroller of 
State Accounts, was appointed to officiate as Nazim of Dig in his place. 

The construction of a New Havalat near the Judicial Courts referred 
to in the last year's report Is in progi’ess and will be completed soon. 
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Separate roomie for Juvenile prisoners . — The question o£ construction 
o£ separate rooms £or J uvenile prisoners noticed in the last year’s report is 
stUl pending. 

Original Criminal cases . — The total number o£ offences reported and 
dealt ■with by the various Courts of the t>tate during the year under report 
was 2,821 against 3,045 in the previous 3 'ear. Of the 2,S21 cases, 777 were 
challaned bj' the Police and the remaining 2044 were received bj' the Courts 
direct on complaints. The number of persons tried was 7,141 against 7,743 
during the previous j’^ear. 

Out o£ these, 1,274 persons were convicted 3,579 acquitted 1,534 
discharged 105 committed and 247 died or otherwise disposed of. The 
number of persons remaining under trial at the close of the jmar was 402 
against 229 in the previous j-car. The number of acquittals and discharges 
during the j'ear under report was 4,853 against 3,970 in the previous jmar. 

C^'iminal Appeals . — Altogether 404 appeals wei-e filed in the various 
Courts of the State against 52G in the previous j'car. 8 of them were smn- 
marilj.' rejected, sentences were confirmed in 280, modified in 24 and reversed 
in 71. The number of cases whicli were referred to higher Courts was 2. The 
number of appeals remaining undisposed of at the end of the ^mar was 19. 

Applications for revision in Criminal cases . — 219 applications for 
revision were presented to the Court of the Sessions J udge and the Na/dms and 
District ]\ragistrates. Of these, 186 were rejected or otherwise disposed of 
and 33 were referred to the Court of the Judicial Member for orders. To 
them mas^ be added 115 applications or cases for revision which were 
presented to the J udicial ^lember direct or otherwise came to his notice, 
making a total of 148 revision cases dealt with bj^ him as against 186 cases 
of the previous j^ar. Out of the 148 cases, 40 were summarily rejected, in 
62 judgments of the Lower Courts were upheld, in 10 the judgments were 
reversed or modified or quashed and in 9 cases orders for further inquiries 
were passed, leaving 27 cases pending at the close of the smar. 

Civil Original. — 4,589 Civil cases were instituted during the year under 
report against 3,853 in the previous jmar. The number of cases pending 
at the end of the last jmar was 1 ,206. Thus there were altogether 5,795 cases 
for disposal during the year of Avhich 5,624 were disposed of le;iving a balance 
of 171 pending at tlie close of the year. 

Out of the cases disposed of, 443 Were decided ex-parte, 2688 were 
admitted or compromised, 1,101 were struck off the file and 1,392 were 
otherwise disposed of. 

The totiil amount of property involved amounted to 11s. 4,58,436 which 
means an average of about Rs. 81-8-0 per case. The number of cases above 
lls. 1,000 v'as 33, of those below that and above lls. 500 was 54 and of 
those below Rs. 500 was c),05.'». 

The increase in the number of Civil caScs instituted during the 5 *car 
under report wa? due to the infcrodaetioa of the New L'mitatiou Act to 



wilich reference was made in the last yejir's Heport, tlie date of enforcement 
of the said Act having been furtlier extended to the 1st February 1917 on 
the representations made b^^ the money lenders. A si)Gcial Judicial Officer 
was appointed to dispose of the excessive Civil work in certain Tehsils, 
where the number of Civil suits was too much for the local Tehsildar to 
take up. 

505 appciils were preferred during the year under report and 69 wenj 
pending from the last year making a total of 574 appeals for disposal. Of 
these ^60 were disposed of and 114 remained pending at the close of the 
year. The value of the property amounted to Rs. 9,432 against Rs, 37,319 
in the last year. 

Execution of Decree , — The value of applications for execution of 
decrees presented during the year under review was Rs. 2,1-4,405 against 
Rs, 1,48,652 in the previous year. 287 cases were pending at the beginning 
of the year and 2,024 Avere instituted during the year, making a total of 
2,311 of Avliich 2,057 Avere disposed of leaAdng a balance of 254 cases. 

Registration , — The number of documents j)resented for registration 
Avas 606 against 790 in the last year. The A^alue of property dealt Avith in 
the documents registered Avas Rs. 1,76,521 against 2,38,387 in the last year. 
Out of 606 documents presented 544 Avere registered Avhilc there Avere 57 
registration of Avhich Avas refused leaving a balance of 5 at the end of the 
year. 

Cattle Rounds , — There are altogether 32 Cattle Pounds in the Shite of 
Avhich one is managed hy the Garden Department and the remaining 81 
belonging to the Judicial Department, are under the supervision of local 
Tehsildars. 

Of the Cattle Pounds under the Judicial Department 4 are looked after 
by the Police Head Constables, aaJio arc paid extra allowance for this Avork, 
AAdiile a AAdiole time clerk is attached to each of the remaining. 

The total income of these pounds during the year under report 
amounted to Rs, 6,395 against Rs, 6,446 in the preAdous 3 ^ear.

Expenditure , — ‘The total expenditure incurred din*lng the year under 
report, including that of the Factoiw, AA\as Rs. 38,347 against Rs. 37,929 of 
the 3 ^ear before. Out of this, the expenditure incurred on guarding and 
maintaining the prisoners was Rs. 33,553 against Rs. 34,331 of the ^^ear 
before. The average expeiidltm‘e per head AVas Rs. 106 per annum against 
Tis. 100 last year. The increase in cost per head is duo to the liigh rates of 
food and articles. 



. Nimher of prisoners . — The total number of prisoners on .the 1st 
Novaaiber L916 w.is 331 and the nnmber of admissions during the year 
w 1 3 1)5 making t’.i? total population, which passed through the Jail, 826. 
Tnis gives a daily average of 315 prisoners during the year against 341 last 
year. The number of prisoners discharged during the year was 536 leaving 
a bahinco of 231 pi'Isoners at the end of the year. 

No convict was executed nor was any sent to the Andamans during 
the year. T wo prisoners were discbtirged during the year to be enlisted 
in the Indian Awny for tlxe present War. The total number 
o.‘ prisonors released unler remission rules w.i? 139 against 161 last 
j'^ear. The ratio of prisoners discharged in appeals was 14.60 against 12.69 
in the previous year. 

The number of prisoners sentenced under section 379 of the Indian 
Penal Code an I section 10/14 of the Criminal Tribes Act was the largest of 
all being 42 anl 42 against oS and 37 respectively in the last year. 

The number of habitual offenders during the s^ear under report was 177 
against 282 last year. 

The number of juvenile offenders during the year under report was 
13 against 15 in the previous 3 "ear. 

The number of under-trial prisoners was 31 against 88 last year and 
that of Civil prisoners was 12 against 6 last s^ear. 

L'lnatios . — There were 7 lunatics at the close of the last year 4 were 
admitted during the j^ear mahing the total 11. Out of these, 8 were' 
discharged d iring the yeai- and 3 remained at the close of this year. 
Such of tiio lunatics whose malad.v is temporary are kept and treated in this 
Jail, otherwise if their mil id jMs proved to be of a serious and permanent 
character, tbe.y are transferred to tbe Lunatic Asjdum, Agi’a, where they 
are maintained at State expense. The number of State lunatics in tbe Agi’a 
Asjdurn at tbe close of the j’ear was 7. 

TIcalth of prisoners . — The total number of in-door patients admitted into 
the Jail Hospital was 282 against 271 last year and the number of out-door 
patients was 2,183 against 2,104 hist year which gives a daily average of 28 
patient prisoners. The number of deaths among prisoners was 18 against 6 
last 3 ’car. The increase in deaths is mainly due .to the genei'al unhealthj^ 
conditions prevailing throughout the j'ear on account of excessive minS and 
floods. 

Escnjics — There was no escape during the j’ear under report. 

Pnilling . — During the j’car under report no new buildings were erected, 
although separace wards Cor juveniles, imder-trials, civil prisoners and thoie 
punished with solltury confinement are wanting. They will be erected wlien- 
funds permit. Anmiiil repairs and certain additions and alterations were, 
liowevci’. executed to the Jail buildings by the Public Works Deparlment.

Jail Factory . — During tlie year materials were purchased for Rs. 4,793 
from which goods were manufactured and sold to the value of Rs, 5,734. Last 
year goods worth Rs. 5,094 were manufactured and the expenditure was 
Rs. 3,597. The profit this yeiir has been Rs. 941 against Rs. 1,497 last year.’ 

Jail Garden . — The income from the Jail garden has amounted to Rs. 120 
against Rs. 69 last year. The expenditure was 100 aguinst Rs. 63 last 
year. Owing to rains falling till late, no grass could be cut and stocked. 
Its produce is also expected to be less this year as compared with previous 
years. 

General — 'a) 1 2 prisoners had to be punished with minor punisliments 

for prison offences against 8 last year and 30 Avith imjor punishments 
against 3 last year. 5 prisoners were punished with corporal punishments 
against nil last j^ear. 

(b) The scale of diet and clothing is tlie same as recommended in the 
United ProAunces Jail Manual.

26 . State Press — The Superintendent of Jail is the Ex-officio 
Superintendent of the State Press department. The State Press is Avorked 
by convict labour Avhich is p-iid out of the Press department budget to the 
State Jail at the rate of Rs. 4 per mensem per jjrisoner. The Press is 
loeatel in a sep irate building AAdthin the compoan 1 aamU of the Jail. Thei-e 
are alter ether 11 Priiitinr miehinei an 1 L'the P.’ esses. There are also a 
Ruling and a Cutting machines and a ScrcAv Press. The State Press executes 
all sorts of Printing Avork for the State departments. The Press executes 
orders from the public as well. 

The total expenditure incurred on the State Press inclusive of the cost 
of paper, convict labour and other printing requisites, purchased during the 
year under report, amounted to Rs. 15,532 as compared Avith Rs. 15,938 
last year. The decrease in expenditure, in spite of high rates of material 
etc., is due to economy observed in the incurring of expenditure. The 
State Press turned out work of the value of Rs 31,940 inclusive of the 
stock in hand, resulting in a net profit of Rs. 16,408 as compared Avith 
Rs. 14,854 in the year before. The total amount realized and actually 
credited into the State Treasury, as Press income during the year under 
report, Avas Rs. 19,002 AAdiich included a sum of Rs. 5,256 realized on 
account of last year. The folloAAung figures AAmuld shoAv that the Press 
department is doing good work and every year saves a considerable amount 
to the State AA'hich otherAvise would haAm been incurred somcAAdiere outside

Constitution and tvoricing of the Municipal Board. — The Municipal 
BjxrJ. is coaipos^l ol! 16 Municipal Conmissionei’s of which 8 are State 
offiials an I eight non-offihuls. Con se'iuent to the transfer of Pt. Maya- 
shankar, Co.nptroller Stats Accounts, to the post of Nazim of Dig, 
Ch. Harlslianker wlio was already a Municipal Comaaissioner and had been 
appointed as Comptroller in place of Pt. ]\Iayashanker was made a 
Convener of the sub-committee for accounts which Pt. Mayashanker was 
and similarly B. Ramnarain who was appointed as Treasury Officer in place 
of Ch. Harishanker was made a i\Iunicipal Commissionei*. Out of the non- 
official members of the Board L. Bhagatom, being unable to attend 
meetings on account of his protracted iUness, Avas removed from the 
membership of the Board and L. Shiamlal was appointed a member in his 
place. 

The Asmrking of the Board is being carried out through various sub- 
committf-es. E icli sub-committee has got its own convener and the meetings 
of the full Board are presided over by Rao Raja Raghunatli Singh Sahib 
Avho is the President of the City Municipal Board. The full Board met 
eight times during the year. The Sanitary sub-committee had 21 sittings, 
the Public Works Department and Lighting sub-committee had 27 sittings, 
the Hackney carriage sub-committee had 11 sittings and the Accounts sub- 
committee had 51 sittings during the year. 

Wards. — The entire JIunicipal area consisting of the Bharatpur city 
and its suburbs lias been divided into 15 wards. The Municipal Commis- 
sioners not only take part in the deliberations in the meetings of the 
Miaicipil Bill'd but perform executive duties also. Each Municip.al 
Com nisiionjr is in charge of a ivard and is bound to attend to all matters 
concerning the sanitation of the ward under him, in addition to the paid 
employes of the Municipal Board. 

Slaughter House — Birnarayan gate Slaughter house was in use throughout 
the whole year. Altogether 6,460 animals were killed during the year under 
report. All animals meant for hiunan consumption are duly -examined by a 
Sub Assistant Surgeon before being kiUed. 



Conservancy c6 Sanitation ^ — The filth and the i*ubhish from the city is 
' removed by means of carts. Tliey • are pulled by buffaloes for -svlnch a 
contract is given annually. The rubbish is carried by these airts to a 
distance of about miles from the city vdiere it is buried or is sold to 
contractors to be burnt in lime and brick kilns. Tlie tramway which used 
to work there was removed as the work there Avas not sufficient for it. It 
is under consideration to lay it inside the city, when funds permit. A 
sufficient number of urinals and latrines have been built b}^ the Municipal 
Board for the use of public. Consequent to sudden and excessive rains 
attended to by unusually heavy floods, Avater had filled in many depressions 
both in and outside the city, houses had tumbled doAVJi, vegetation and silts 
had grown here and there and sAvarms of mosquitoes and other injnricus 
flies and insects had appeared. The Avay in Avhich the i\Iunicipal Board hud 
Avorked to cope Avith these and to maintain healthy conditions reflects great 
credit upon the officers and the staff of the Municipal Board. 

Epidemic * — There was no plague in the cit}^ except some 2 or 3 
imported aises. Plague had been raging furiously in the various; adjoining 
tehsils of this State and in other neighbouring States and localities, but the 
city rem lined safe for a long time. The infection hoAvever has since found 
its AAMy in .the city and is causing loss of human life. The Municipal Board 
are doino* their best to check the disease and they have succeeded to some 

O ^ 

extent. There was no cholera or small-pox. There Avas j\falaria and 
Typhoid after the rains. The latter caused mortalities among infants chiefly. 
An enquiry AA^as made into the matter of increase of mortality Avhich showed 
that these mortalities Avei’e not due to Avant of surface cleanliness of the city 
but were due to ignorance and indifference tOAvavds iwoper treatment cn tlie 
part of pai’ents during their chikh’en’s illness. Malaria Avas checked hy free 
distribution of quinine. Comjiaring the fate of the Bharatjmr ciij AAitli 
those of other cities and toAAms both in Rajputana and in British India it 
may safely be said that Bharatpur fared better than most othei* places. For 
this, great credit is due to Rao Sahab Dr. Onknvsingh L.M.S., Health' 
Officer of the Municipal Board, AA’hose promptness of action and valuable 
advice proved most beneficial. 

Vital Statistics * — The total number of births during the year under 
report aa^rs 1,738 against 1,684 last year. The number of deaths Avas 1,413 
against 1,068 last year. While the ratio of births is better this year than 
last year, being 52.22 against 49.46 last year, the ratio of deaths has also 
iucreasel, being ’42.49 against 34.42 last j^ear. The excess of births over 
deaths is 9.73 as compared Avitli 18,61 last year. The excess in /deaths is 
due to physi*;al causes dealt Avith under sub-head Epidemic supra. 

Lighting . — The city and its euwonments are lighted with kitsoii and 
kerosine oil street lamps. There are 2." Alladin lamps, 10 American lamps 
and 565 street lamps. Last year 10 American lamps were added and this 
year, 19 street lamps have been added. This would show how far the 
■lighting arrangements in the city have improved during the last two years. 
The Sewar Palace compound is also being lighted more extensively than 
before- 
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General ImprovemenU. — (a) Besides improvements in Lighting and 
Sanitation s])oken o£ above, lawns havd.aiso been laid out round the Fort 
Moat w^hich, besides being edifying, afford very excellent resorts to pliblic 
after their day’s labour during summer ^eabon, In tlieir old condition^ 
these loailitics were an eye sore to the vicinity of the Fort, composed of 
uneven ground lying in a neglected state. 

(6) At various other places in the city, a great deal of levelling and 
dressing of groiUiJ has be ‘u carrievl out thereby converting hitherto useless 
pieces r)!* grounds into n=ier il and der*ont platforjns. 

fc) Further improvement^ to a?'(* uirlei’ ronsi<leration. 

T^xpenditurc hiC(n }}‘\ — The total expenditure jpeiu’red during tiie 
year uiivler report amounred to Ks. 5L{^4() as compared with Rs. 48,870 
last year, ddie increase i*? due to high rates of articles, to arrangements 
made to restore healthy conditions disturbed by excessive and sudden I'ains 
and floods and to the initial expenditure incurred on other impi'ovenients 
i;ound the moat inside tlic city. The total income Avas Rs. 33.703 as 
compared Avith Rs. 28,97G of the last year. Out of the aboA’e named sum 

Rs. 30,020 Avas realized as Octroi duty. The Octroi duty is collected 

through tile agency of the Customs Department to Avhom a commission of 
6 per cent is paid on the actual realizations. 

28. Municipal Board Dig — The general heidth of the people 

and sanitatian of the town remained good throughout the year except 
for a fcAV days of September 1917 Avheh there AA^ere 4 seizures 

and 3 deaths from Cholera. 16 ncAv iron rubbish bins haA^e. been 

purchased and placed in proper localities in the Town, Owing to the 
abnormally heaA’y rainfall and breacli of the Jaisamand Band in the Alwar 
^State, o79 liouses of the inhabitants of the toAAm were destroyed by^floods 
and water filled in pits and liollows in the tOAvn. Efforts are being made to 
fill up these depressions gradually, and it is hoped that the work aaTH be 
finished in due course of time.

Special care is taken to look after tlie cleanliness of water in the tanks 
at the Bhawans. 

The lighting arrangement of the town continned to be satisfactory. 
Two new urinals one close to the English school and the other, close to 
the Pakka Tank have been added to the existing 18 urinals in the different 
parts of the town. 

Two Pakka latrines and one kachha are under construction. The 
floods referred to above have greatly damaged the public latrines in the town.

The receipts and expenditure af the Board during the year under report 
amounted to Bs.

29. Snriitarv Board Karnnn. — The Sanitary arrangements and the 
general health of the people of the town remained good.

high flojds. a great part o£ die Tehsil of Kaman was under water, which 
rctnained high round the walls of the Touni. This has greatly added to the 
number of tu nbled down houses, which were already numerous in the 
town. It has also caused outbreak of malarial and typhoid fever. 

The well known annual Jatra Fair, with the large number of pilgrims 
together with 3 other Jatras passed off quite safely as usual. 

23 street lamps are lighted in the town and the ligliting arrangements 
continued to be satisfactory. 

The town is provided with public latrines and urinals which are freely 
resorted to by the people. 

The receipts and expenditure of the Board during the year under report 
amounted to Its. 3,018 and Its, 4,684 respectively. 

30. Saiiitary Board Eamher. — A number of tumbled down houses 
were levelled and improvements effected in the general sanitation of the 
town. Lighting arrangement continued to be satisfactory. No epidemic 
visited the twon during the year under report. The income and expendi- 
ture of the Sanitary Board amounted to Rs. 1,917 and Rs. 2,870 respectively. 

31. Sanitary Board 5/aua.— The general health of the people of the 
town remained fair on the whole. In the month of June 1917, Cholera 
broke out in the town but it was immediately checked by the effective 
measures adopted by the Sanitary Board. There were 103 cases and 72 
deaths among the infants from small pox. 

6 iron rubbi bins and 64 iron receptacles were purchased for the 
Board during the year under report. 

The income and expenditure of the Sanitary Board amounted to 
Rs. 2,825 and Rs. 2,171 respectively. 

32. Sanitary Board Weir. — No epidemic visited the town during the 

year. 


The income and expenditure of this Sanitary Board amounted to 
Rs. 776 and Rs. 2,691 respectively. 

33. Sanitary Board BJiusawar. — J7o epidemic visited the tonm during 
the year under report. 

A Knranja (paved road) has been added; to the existing Kharanjas 
constructed in the main streets through the 'Public Works Department 
which are. of great convenience to the people specially in the rainy season. 

The income and expenditure of the Sanitary Board during the year 
under report amounted to Rs. 1,325 and Rs. 2,857 respectively. 



The Municipality bus got its own rales and regulations for Hackney 
Carriages, for Slaughter House, for colouring and collecting of hides and for 
the Creani Factory; and cases of the breach of ^Municipal La>vs are treid by 
the Honorai'y Magistrates. 

3'J:. NazooL Department. — Faujdar Kishensingh, a Sardar Raj, remained 
in charge of the Nazool department throughout the vear. 

This department deals \vith Sbite houses, lands and shops etc. 

The total income during the year was Rs. 8,512 against Rs, 8,781 last 

year. 


The totiil expenditure during the year was Rs. 4.25.3 against Rs. 
7,330 last year. 

A general stock register of the State landed projjertv supj)lemented by 
maps and estimates of the property has been under preparation during the 
year. 


Chapter IV f 'roductnin and Distribution 


35. Bagar Department — The Bagar Department looks after the 
State Roondhs, controls the production and distribution of grass in the 
State and supplies eharcoal and other sundries to tlie State Departments, 
jMembcrs of Ruling Family and to Europeon Officers. There are 21 
Roondhs (Grass Preserves) in the State, of which 17 Roondhs, covering an 
area of 12,359 acres are under the control of the Bagar De])artment, and the 
remaining 4 roondhas are alloted to the Imperial Service Infantry and the 
Transport Corps. A portion of the Mandhera Roondh covering an area of 
3257 Bighas, has been given to the State Cavalry at an annual rent of Rs. 
1,221-6-0. 

Produce . — The produce of grass in the roondhs was 71,309 Maunds 
against 29,618 Maunds of the preceding year. The stock of grass in hand 
attlie commencement of the year was 24,959 Maunds. Adding this to the 
yield of the year, the total stock in hand was 96,268 Jtaunds. The quantity 
spent during the year under report was 65,385 lilaunds of which 51,734 
Maunds were consumed by the State animals, 6,868 Maunds was supplied to 
the State Officials on payment and 6,783 iilaunds was given to the Grass 
Farm. The balance in hand at the close of the year was 30,883 Maunds. 

Expenditure 4' JRecerpfs . — The actual expenditure both normal and 
abnormal amounted to Rs. 65,213 against the hudgetted provision of 
R <5 71,617. The Chief items of expenditure wore: Purchase of, fodder 
Rs. 20,100, Cutting and carting of grass Rs. 15,856 . Stacking of fodder 
Rs 3 183, Purchase of coal Rs. 1,387, Purchase of implements Rs. 53, 
Establishment charges Rs. 9,451, Palace charges Rs. 280 and Mmntenance 
of bullocks Rs. 2,006. 



The actual income amounted to ITs. 52,313 against the bi'dgetted fjguve 
o£ Rs; 57,380. The Chief items oir the receipt tide A\cie, Sale of fodder 
and clmi'coal lls. 37,160, Grazing fee Rs, 5.458. Recovery of past arrears 
Rs. 9,605 and Miscellaneous Rs. 90. 

Soil . — The soil of the roondhs is loam, except in some places Avhere it 
is sandy loam. There are big nallas. hills or swam])s in the roondhs. 1,he 
whole area is over grown with baslies. the chief of wich are Ivikar, Chonkni. 
Heens, Jihandyar and Arni. GanJel, Girga. Mahra. Sarwala are the kimls 
of grass that generally grow in the roondhs. 

Grazing fee . — The roondhs are closed for grazing jjurposes at th 
commencement of the rainy seiison and opened after the grass has been cute 
The following are tlie annual rates of grazing fee that arc charged for the 
different kinds of animals.

, The total gross revenue collected during the year from the Stone 
Quarries and Depot amounted to Rs. 82,465 against Rs. 86,074 of the 
preceding year.

OhaPTER V>-l-iEVENUE <fe FlNANCE 

40. As mentioned in pre\dous Administration Reports, the Financial 
year of the State commences from the 1st November and closes on the 31st 
October. The figures given in this Chapter, therefore, relate to the } car 
Sambat 1973 ending on the 31st October 1917. The following statement 
shows the figures of the actual Recei])ts and Expenditure of the State for tlie 
year under report (1916-17) as Avell as for the previous year Sambat 1972 
(1915-16) as compared with the Budget estimates for those years : — 
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The Sambat year 1972 (1915-16; ending the 61st October 1910 was a 
year of scarcity due to the scanty rainfall and the failure of the subspquent 
Avinter rains. There was a large shrinkage in the receiptSj Avhile the 
expenditure Avas much increased in order to proAude for famine relief 
measures. Consequently the State had to raise loans locally and from 
outside (Bank of Bengal, Agra) to the extent of Rs. 6,52,845. This ex})lains 
the estimated closing balance for that year being — 10,00,525. The actual 
receipts from the State sources Avas nearly the same as estimated. The amount 
(Rs. 6,52,845) borrowed to finance the expenditure represents the difference 
(Rs. 6,96,247) between the actual and budgetted figures of receipts for that 
year. 

The year Sambat 1973 (1916-17) ending the 31st October 1917 Avas a 
good one. The Darbar was able not only to clear off the Avhole of the debts 
contracted in the previous year amounting to Rs. 6,52,845 as stated abo\m, 
bub also to invest a sum of Rs. 2 lakhs in War Bonds. The Darbar decided 
to invest a farther sum of 5 lakhs in the War loan 1929-47 and this was 
do 1 3 by r lis : ag a 1 3an from the B ink o? Bengal. The actual receipts — chief]}’’ 
un ler the Revenue and allied heads were better than the estimated figure 
(Rs. 42,31,836' by a little over 3 lakhs. This coupled AAuththe loans raised 
from the Bink of Bengal &c explains the difference of Rs. 8,24,536 between 
the Budget estimates and actuals for Sambat 1973. 

The figure of Rs. 50,97,010 being the actual expenditure for Sambat 1973 
(1916-17) includes Rs. 7 lakhs invested in War Loan. The net expenditure 
was therefore about the same as estimated, viz, about 43 lakhs. 

The financial position of tlie State is satisfactory — aU the debts have 
been cleared off excepting a suin of Rs. 3,65,477 due to the Bank of Benfral 
and at the same time the State Reserve has increased from 30 lakhs to 
nearly 37|- lakhs. 

The Sambat year 1973 closed Avith a Cash balance of Rs. 19,520 and a 
reserve of 812 gold Mohars and Grovernment Promissory notes, including War 
Loan paper, of the face value of Rs. 37,30,000. 

41. Pandit Maya Shanker B.A. held charge of the post of the 
Comptroller of Accounts till the 25th May 1917 Avhen lie Avas transferred 
to Dig as officiating Nazim and District Magistrate and the following 
arrangements were made to fiU up the temporary vacancy: — 

(1) Chaube Hari Shanker B.A., Treasury Officer, was appointed as 
Comptroller of Accounts Vice Pandit Maya Shanker. 

(2) Babu Ram Narain, Assistant Treasury Officer and Travelling

(o) Babu Muhesh Swarup, Head Clerk of the Office of the Judicial and 
Financial Member, aa^s appointed as Assistant Treasury Officer and 
Travelling Auditor. 

8'he work of the DeAvanan-i-Da£tar Avhich is in the charge of the 
Treasury" Officer and of the Sub Treasuries* Avhich are also under him 
continued to be done satisfectorily. 
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- The construction of the New Central Accounts Record Room has'been 
completed and all the Accounts of the Comptroller and Treasury Offices have 
been. arranged and consigned to it. The Tehsil (Accounts records which 
have- been arranged and sorted will also be brought in very soon and placed 
in- -the Central Record Room. The records of the Diwanan-i-Daftar have 
been also arranged. They are kept separately from the Central Rocord 
Room. •- 

The total number of pensioners and iminors in receipt’of pensions and 
allowances from the State at the beginning of the year was 1775. Of these 
80 died, 24 got employments and 104 were struck ofiE the list during the 
year and 221 were newly enlisted bringing the number on roU at the end of 
the year to 1788. The total amount disbursed to pensioners and minors 
amounted to Rs. 1,08,580 as compared with Rs. 99,949 paid last year showing 
an increase af Rs. 8,631 which is due to increased rates of pensions sanction- 
ed for the Imperial Service Troops on active servdoe. 

42. State Treasurer — Rai Bahadur Seth Mulchand Nemichand 
continued to be incharge of the State Treasnry as State Treasurer. 

43. Public Works Department Audit Office. — Babu Hari Chand 
remained in Charge of the office throughout the year. 

Chapter VI-Medical Department. 


44. Vital Statistics. The total number of births and deaths reported 
during the year was 16,637 and 15,641 respectively as against 15,844 and 
8,645 in the previous year. The ratio of births and deaths per mille of the 
population was 29.81 and 23.02 agiinst 23.36 and 15.48 respectievly, the 
last year. The increase in the number of deaths (which is almost double 
this year) is due to: — 

(a) unhealthy conditions of climate caused by excessive rains and 
• floods. 

(h) prevalence of epedemics. 

Dispensaries. — There are altogether 19 Hospitals and dispensaries in 
the State. The hospital attached to the Imperial Service Troops and to the 
Jail are not included in the number. It may, however, be noted that the 
dispensary at Bareta is under the visiting charge of the Sub Assistant 
Surgeon at Bayana, the one at Sew.ar is attended by the Sub Asstt. Surgeon 
in charge of the Jail Hospital and the dispensary at the Agency is being 
looked after by one of the Sub-Assistant Surgeons of the Victoria Hospital 
Although there is no regular dispensary at Jurera, the Sub Assistant Surgeon 
at Kaman visits the place every week and affords medical relief to people 
there. 

Attendance of patients. — 2,373 in and 2,43,146 out-patients were 
tre.ated in all the dispens.arics during the ycjir against 2,551 in and 2,03,074 
• out-patients in the previous year, showing a decrease of 178 in-patients and 
an increase of 40,072 out-patients. 



<Surgical Operations.— 7,827 operations ' were 'perforraed£durihg tire 
year under report, against 7|,7o6 in tlie year ^ before, showing an increase of 
71 operations as compped rvith the figures of the previous year.^^Of the 
total 1,941 were performed in the Victoria Hospital as against , 2,1 44 last 
year, 392 operations for cataract were performed against 697 the previous 
year showing a decrease of 305 operations. The good name and reputation 
of the Victoria Hospital still continue. 


Epedemic. --Plague. —oOG cases and 274 deaths were reported during 
the year. The disease was first imported into Paharsar, a large^village in 
the Nadbai tehsil, and gradually spread to other villages in the tehsil. The 
tehsil was not free from the disease when the year closed. Except for some 
imported cases at Bharatpur, Riipbas and Ba 3 ^ana 5 the rest of the State was 
free from Plague till the close o£ the year. But it has since spread to other 
tehsils and in the city after the close of the year. 


Evacuation, segregation, disinfection and inoculation were amongst the 
measui’es adopted to stamp out the disease. 

Cholera . — The total number of cases reported yras 44 of which 1 9 

proved fatal, as against 515 and 2o8 in the previous year, Bayana, Ivaman 

and Dig towns were affected. The disease broke out at various iiihes but 

was not virulent and made no further appearance after 30th October 1917.

Small pox . — The total number of small-pox cases was 151 with 45 

deaths as against 7 cases an 1 4 deaths in the previous year. The first case 

was reported on the 18 th January 1917 and last case on the 2nd August 

1917.

‘ Typhoid , — 'It was prevalent for several 'months during 'the^y4ar under 

repbrt, and f avoiwed by b 1 1 climitic conditions and by ^eople^s apatliy 
towards rational treatment accounts for a considerable number bf' deaths. 


" ' Malaria. — This disease is mainly responsible for increase in^tlie number 

of deaths. It was very severe on account of water logged condition of land 
throughout the State territory due to high floods.

^37.02 in the previous year. The percentage of cases found successftdto total 
number inspected by the Agency Surgeon was 99.62 and by^ ^the 
Assistant Superintendent of Vaccination was 99.37.

• 45 . ‘ Babu’Jwala Pershad, B. A., remained in charge of the officc-of 
Inspector of Schools while Pandit Sukhdeo Pershad continued as Deputy 
Inspector of Schools. 

•.The total nmnber of State schools at the end of the year under report 
was 129 as against 124 in the last yaar. Seven AHllage Schools ‘ had to he 
closed o\niag to the paucity ot scholars and the indifference of Zemindars in 
supplying a^sufficient number of scholars roqnwed for the maintenance of a 
school. Hew' schools were started at 1 1 villages and the aided school at

Dhanwara in the Tehsil of Kumher which showed satisfactory progress was 
placed on the list of State Schools. 

There ;is an appreciable increase in the number of Unaided schools, which 
have risen from 49 to 60. Thus the grand total of all kinds of Educational 
institutions in’ the State comes up to 198 as againsc 183 of the preceding 
year. 

The'number of scholars in the State Schools has risen from 6,561 to 
6,914, and’takincc the ficrures of aided and unaided schools the total number 
of students reading in all binds of institutions in the State comes up to 8,1 85 
as against 7,733 of the last ye^r. The number of scholars in the higher stages 
of instruction continues to show considerable increase which is an unmistake- 
able indication of steady advancement of Education in the State. 

Owing to abnormal rainfall attended with heavy floods this year and 
widespread prevalence, of i\Ialarial fever, the average attendance in schools 
declined from 4,933 to 4,260. The percentage of male scholars to the male 
populatiqnof school going age is 17.09 as against 16.22 last year while in 
the case of girls it has risen from 1.01 to 1.19. 

The percentage of institutions to the number of towns and villages in 
the'^State rose from 13.09 to 14.17. 

Income and Expenditure . — A sum of Rs. 93,386 w^as provided in the 
Educational Budget last )'ear. Out of this, the total expenditure direct and 
indirect amounted to Rs. 90,582 as against Rs. 82,719 of the last year. 
The figure includes a sum of Rs. 6,595 spent in connection mth the Educa- 
tion and maintenance of the scholars reading at the Majm College, Ajmer. In 
addition to this, a sura of Rs. 9,470 was spent by the P. W. D. on the 
construction of the new and upkeep of the old educational buildings in the 
State. The total income derived from the school fees amounted to Rs. 3,710 
as against Rs. 3,365 of the last year. 

English Education . — There are three Anglo-Vernacular Schools maintain- 
ed by the State {i) The Sadar High School at Bharatpur with an enrolment 
of 366 as against 409 of the last year teaches uptothe Matidculation standard 
of the Allahabad University. The average attendance of this school has also 
proportionately declined from 323 to 290. 

Hi ^ Hi) The Nobles School at Bharatpur and the Anglo- Vernacular 
School at Dig are Anglo Vernacular Schools teaching upto the Rajputana 
Middle School Examination Standard. The former has an enrolment of 66 
scholars as against 74 of the pre\nous year. This school is intended for the 
sons of nobility and the gentry of the State. 40 Stipends of Rs. 5 each 
have been provided in the Educational Budget for the sons of the Kothri 
BandThakurs and relations of His Highness, who are educated free of charge. 

The Anglo-Vemacular-School at Dig is a public State School teaching 
upto the same standard as the Nobles’ School and has an enrolment of 76 as 
against 92 of the last year. Special English classes are maintained at the 
Sadar High School, Bharatpur, as well as at the Anglo-Vernacukir School at 
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Dig for the benefit of such boys as ;nsh to learn English after passing the 
Vernacular Final Examination of the United Provinces, but as no Vernacular 
Final Examination was held this yeiir, as explained in subsequent paragraphs 
no sjiecial class was formed in the said two schools ahd thiS accounts 
for falling off in their enrolment.

It V ill be seen from the above figures that the result of the Matricula- 
tion Examination was poor while that of the Rajputana Middle School 
Examination was on the whole fau'. It is noteworthy that one boy of the 
Anglo-Vernacular School at Dig headed the list of successful candidates at 
the last Rajputana Middle School Examination and one from the Nobles’ 
School was jilaced in the 1st Division. 

The Head Masters of the Nobles’ School and the Dig Anglo-Vernacular 
School deserve ci'cdit for the brUliant results of their schools. 

transient Educaiion . — A Sanski’it School is maintained at Bharatpur 
Avhich teaches upto the Madhayama Examination of the Benares University 
and has an enrolment of 38 as against 33 of the last year. The average 
daily attendance has risen from 20 to 25. 

In addition to this,’ there is a Sanskrit Pathshala at Dig under private 
management to ivhich the State contributes a sum of Rs. 10 per mensem. 

The results of the Sanskrit Examinations which are given below, were 
very poor.

Of the two scholars Murli Dhar and Oainda Ram receiving instruction 
in the Avurvedio system of Jfedicinc at tlio Jfaliaraja’s College. Jaipur and 
the Tihhia School at Delhi, respectively, the fonner returned after suece-s- 
fnllv completing his course. Tlie question of supplying him witli an 
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Ayuryedic Dispensary and making other necessary arrangements was nnder 
consideration, but the man (Murli Dhar) lately died of plague. 

VeTHdculctT Education — There are 17 Vernacular becondary bciiools 
in the State. They are located at Bharatpur (with separate Schools for 
Urdu and Hindi), Dig, Kumher, Kaman, Pahari, Jurehrah, Ifagar, bikri, 
Nadbai, Bhusawar, Ba^^ana, Rupbas, Uchain, Rara and Paharsar. The 
status of the last named school has recently been raised from the Primal y 
to the Secondary Standard. 2,229 Scholars as against 2,07»^ of the last 
year receive education at these schools. Most of these scholars belong to 
the agricultural classes Ovdng to the raising of the standard of the 
Vernacular Final and the addition of a year’s course to the Final Section 
under the orders of the Director of the Public Instruction, U.P. the 
Vernacular Final Examination was not held this 3 ^ear. Only such students 
as had failed to pass the Vernacular Final in the old course of studies 
were allowed to appear at the Supplementary Vernacular Final Exami- 
nation specially held for them. 

A considerable number of boj^s who had failed to pass the Vernacular 
Final Examination got themselves admitted in the Patwari (Training School 
started by the State wliile 28 appeared at the Supplementary Exaininatin of 
whom 14 came out success^ul. As reported last year, the Director of 
Public Instructions, United Provinces has fixed Bliaratpur as a centre for hold- 
ing the Vernacular Final Examination in which candidates from other States, 
viz., Jhalawar and Karauli also joined. 

Primary Education , — There are 108 Primary Schools under the State 
management as against 103 in the last 3 ^ear. Of these, 101 are Boys 
Schools and 7 Girls Schools, The number of boys reading in the former is 
3,832 as against 3,630 of the preceding year. 

At the various Centre Examinations conducted b^^ the Inspector of 
Schools and the Deputy Inspector 3,397 scholars out of 5,235 came out 
successful. This is a satisfactory record of the work of the teachers in the 
village schools. 

Female Education , — The number of guis schools maintained by the 
State is the same as last year, viz. 7. They are located at Bharatpur, Dig, 
Kaman, Bhusawar, Weir and Bayana. It may be noted that the number of 
girls attending the schools has risen from 250 to 307 and the average atten- 
dance fr’om 159 to 182. Besides the State Schools, there is an aided school 
at Bharatpur having an enrolment of 60 girls, towards the upkeep of which 
the State contributes Rs. 10 per month, 88 girls are reported to be attending 
the three unaided schools in the State under private management. 

Owing to the dearth of competent and qualified mistresses, considerable 
difficulty is being exi^erienced in replacing old and unqualified mistresses in 
some of the girls schools and opening new schools in important villages or 
Head quarters of Tehsils, whose inhabitants have expressed their desire to 
have schools for the education of their girls. Every effort is however being 
made to secure good mistresses and provision has been made in the Budget 
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to raise the scales of low paid appointments, With a view to affording 
convenience to the girls, a conveyance has been provided tentatively at State 
expense for the Bharatpur gh-ls school to take the girls from and to their 
houses. This arrangement is liighly af)pi*eciated by the public and wiU, it is 
hoped, help to further the cause of Female Education in the city. 

Education of depressed classes . — There are 3 schools for the lienefit of 
the sons of depressed classes, tliat is, Reghars (Shoemakers) and Kanjars, 
maintained by the State at Dig and at Blanchettpura and Thiknria Jv,a))jar 
Settlements. Ill Scholars are receiving education at these schools. There 
are night classes held at Blanchettpura and Thikaria Kanjar Settlements for 
the benefit of grown up Kanjar boys, who are engaged in agricultural Avork 
during the day. A number of girls also attend the school at Blanchettpura. 
Religious instruction is also imparted to the Kanjars inhabiting the 
Blanchettpura Settlement by the School Master, boys and girls are made to 
recite prayers every morning. 

Training of teachers . — The total number of teachers in the Schools 
(both Vernacular and Anglo-Vernacular is 304 as against 261 of the 
previous 3 'ear. The increase is due to the raising of the standard of the 
Vernacular Final, opening of ncAV schools and providing additional teachers 
in schools owing to appreciable increase in enrolment. 

Of these 5 are graduates, out of whom two are Licentiates in teaching, 
5 F. A’s, 0 certificated teachers, 8 Matrics, 5 Anglo Vernacular Sliddle 
passed, 27 Normal passed, 186 Vernacular Final passed, 2 Shastris 
(Honours in Sanskrit literature), one Visharad, 2 Pragj’a passed and 38 
non-^qualified teachers. No branch of the educational service, it is 
admitted, is more important than the training of teachers, for it is on this 
that the efficiency of teaching so largely depends. Everj’- effort is being 
made to depute a number of teachers everj”^ year to ti'aining institutions in 
British India. The 3 teachers, auz., Champa Ram, Rashid Uddin, and 
Mangi Lai deputed to undergo a course of training at the Government 
Training College Lucknow and the C. T, College, Lahore, have returned 
after successfullj'^ completing their course and have been suitably provided 
in the Anglo- Vernacular School at Dig and the Sadar High School Bharat- 
pur. There is still a large demand for qualified teachers. The difficulty 
experienced at present bj"^ the Education Department in getting the school 
staff trained is, on one hand, due to the reluctance of the teachers 
themselves to leave their homes to go out for training in British India and, 
on the other hand, to the want of vacancies in Training InvStitutions for 
toacher.s from Native States OAving to groAAung demand of training the 
teachers required for schools in British Districts themselves. HoAvever, 
thanks to the courtesy of the Director of Public Instructions and Prineipaks 
of the Training Colleges at Allahabad, Lucknow and Lahore.. 7 tanchers 
liaA'c been trained during the last n j'cars and one Harbhainn Lai. deputed 
in Julj’ last is expected to come back after completing his cour-^e in 
April 1918, 
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■ > Building&.—l^o new bchool buildings were consttuctcd during tbe.,year 
'Under I'eiliort. Only some improvements were made to the school at 
Uchain, Pahari and Dig. 

Hostel or Boarding Houses . — Hostel accommodation has been provided 
in aU the Anglo-Vernacular Schools at Dig, and Bharatpur as well as the 
Vernacular Secondary Schools at K-umher, Dig Kaman, Jurehrah, Sikri, 
Nagar, BhusaAvar, Nadbai, Rarah, Rupbas, Bayana, and Uchain. The total 
number of boarders in the Boarding Houses Avas 298 against 295 of the 
last s^ear. 

Scholarships. — A sum of Rs. 10,235, as detailed beloAv, A\'as spent on 
scholarships granted to the l3oys reading in Pi-imary and Secondary schools 
in the State as Avell as Arts and Teclmical Colleges situated outside: —

examinations, the latter winning a prize in vernacular. 

Plif/slcal "Train in(i, — The importance of Pliysicuil training is being 
steadily recognised by the schools. A number of prizes were won by the 
competitors of tlie State Schools at the Rajputana School Sports held at 
Ajmer. Sports were also held in the State and prizes in cash as well as in 
the form of medals and challenge cups Avere offered to the successful 
competitors and winning teams. 

The provision for an extensive play ground for the Sadar Higli school 
in the Recreation Clul) Comj)Ound and the arrangement of teachers to look 
after the games ha^^ led to better organization of the games. Besides 
Foot-Ball and Cricket, a separate ground has been allotted for Hockey. It 
is gi’atifying to record that attendance in the play gi’ound is now fairly 
large and it is hoped that the increased allotment sanctioned hj the State 
for the purchase of games gear and expenditure incurred in levelling and 
dressing the ground vnU prove highly beneficial in improving the ph 5 ^siqiie 
of the youths of the schools playing there. ^ 

State Lfihrary Museunu — A Library for the benefit of the jniblic is 
maintained by the State at Bharatpur in which leading papers in English, 
Hindi, Urdu and Sanskrit as Avell as' Journals and periodicals for the reading 
public are ])roAnded. The total exiAenditure incurred in the purchase of 
papei's and books including the establishment charges amounted to Rs. 828 
as against Rs. 800 of the prcAnous year. 

A small Museum is also attached to the Library Avhere articles of 
genci'al interest are aiTanged for exhibition. The number of visitors in the 
Public Library during the year Avas 8,559. 

Inspections. — The number of inspections made by the Inspector of 
Schools AA\as 155. He Avas on tour for 89 days. The Deputy Inspector of 
Schools made 148 inspections and was on tour for 130 da 3 ^s. 

Besides the Deparrmcntal inspections the schools were A^isited by His 
Highness the Maharaja Sabah, the Hon’ble Sir Elliot Cohun, K. C. S. ]., 
'Agent to the Governor Geneml, Rajputana, Lt. Col. A. 1). A. G. Banncrman, 
C. 0., C. 1. E., Politiciil Agent, Eastern States Rajputana, E. C. Gibson 
Estir. I. C. S. and tiie Jlcmbers of Council during tbe course of their tours 
in tlie State. All Averc plciised to express satisfaction at tbe progre-'^' of 
education and the stmdard of efficiency maintained in the State schools. 

The Hon’blc Sir Elliot Coh'in, K. C, S. I. Avas pleased to preside at 
the annual prize giving at Dig, A short report giving tlic account of the 
educiitional progress in the Stiitc avus road by tbe Ins])ector of Schools.* 4fter 
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giving a\\"ay the prizes, Sir Elliot Colvin made a speech in ^vluch he was 
pleased to remark that it was a very good record of the steady progress 
and that as far as education was concerned, Bharatpur was one of the 
leading States in Rajputana. 

The Inspector of Schools deserves credit for the satisfactory progress 
of education in the State which is, in a great measure, due to his streneous 
efforts and close suuervision of the work of his subordinates.

46. Customs and Excise Department. — Bnbu Naniin Swiroop, 
B. A., continued to hold charge of thetwo Departments which arearaalftamated 
and administered as one Department. The receipts from Customs viz. 
import and export duties during the year amounted to Rs. 2,31,782 against 
1,<S5,733 of the Sambat year 1972, and Rs. 2,35.40G of the Suinbat 
year 1971.

The income under imports was chiefly derived from duty on rice, 
foreign and country cloth, threads, metals, oils, paper, &c and under exports 
from duty on oil, oilseeds, cotton, ghee, cattle, sheep aud goats &c. 


The cotton crop was a failure this year and the income of dnt 3 ’' on this 
Gommodity(cotton and Kapas) amounted to 21,541 only against 25,948 last 
year and Rs. 92,614 in the year before last. The income on the export and 
import of cattle showed a remai’kable increase being Rs. 71,069 against Rs.

The number of porsonp licensed to sell drops and country liquor 
rcinaiued the same ns Inst yenr, viz 24 nnd 25 respectively. 

There -sverc only 12 cases apainst the Excise .Act this year. 

Warcliomc . — The Country-liquor ^vas imported ns usual from the 
Cawnpore Sugar AYorks Company at tlie rate of Rs. 4-13-0 per gnillon and 
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soldtto the retail vendors at the rate of Rs. 1-4-0 L,P. gallon. The opium , 
continued to be received from the Government Tt-easurer at Indore through 
the kind offiices of Mr. J.H. Cox, CJ.E,,i Excise Commissiotfer;of. Central 
India. The supplies* of Charas, Bhang and poppj'--heads were received direct 
from Hoshiarpur, Farrukhabad and Jaipur i-espectively, as usual and were 
issued from the’ Ware house to the retail vendors. 

47. Octroi. — -Octroi in the Municipalities of Bharatpnr and Dig and 
the Sanitary Boards of Kumlier, Ivaman, Bayana, Bhusa’war and Weir is 
collected through 'the agency of Customs Department which gets a commis.sion 
of Rs. C per cent on the [actual I octroi duty thus c )llccted. The total receipts 
during the year amounted to Rs. 48, .534 against Its. 40,116 of the last j'ear 
and of Rs. 43,105 of the year before last. 

48. Saltpetre — There was nocbangeonthecontractfor manufacturing 
saltpetre whicli continued in the name of Messrs. Bhagat Ram, Chotey Lai 
and Bansi Dhar in the Bharatpur State and in tlie name of Lala Chii’anji Lai 
Ramji Lai in the 7 outlying Bliaratpur villages in the Muttra District. The 
total receipts under this head amounted to Rs 6,326 during the year against 
Rs. 5,919 in the last year. 

The total expenditure of the Department during the year under report 
was Rs. 44,576 against Rs. 41,274 of the last year. 

49. Court of Wards. — The management of the Court of Wards 
continued under the dii-ect supervision of the Revenue Member, The 
following estates were managed by the Court of M’^ards:- - 

1. Jagir Ballabgarb of Faujdar Qaim Singh. 

2. Estate of Raja Gopal Singh, 

3. Estate of Raja Madbo Singh. 

4. Estate of Baksbi Ram Swamp Singh and Bakshi Raghunath 

Singh. 

Jagir BallahgarJi . — This estate is .situated in Weir Tehsil and consists 
of (S villages. The actual normal income during the year amounted to Rs. 
35,168 and the actual expenditm-e to Rs. 26,394. A sum of Rs. 9,500 was 
contracted as a loan diupng the year in order to meet the abnormal 
expenditure of Rs. 20,895 which was due to the marriage ceremonj^of 'the 
younger Bibiji, the Ganna' ceremony of the elder Bibiji and of the Faujdar. 
A sum of Rs. 5,106 was repaid towards part payment of the -loan, ‘leaving a 
sum of Rs. 4,394 as the Jagir’s liability at the close of the year. The Jagir’s 
reserve of Rs. 21,000 invested in promissory notes continued as before. ~It 
may be stated, that during the last 4 years, notmthstanding short receipts 
on account of the scarcity* and the abnormal expenses amounting to Rs. 
43,700 due to several marinages in the family of Faujdar Qaim Singh, the 
reserve of the Jagir continued to be kept up, all abnormal expenses having 
been met by savings which were arrived at by exercising the utmost economy 
in the annual expenses of the Jagir. It is to be hoped that the Jagir 'svill 
clear off the outstanding liability amounting to Rs. 4,394 vei' 3 ’- shortly. 
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Faujdar Quim Singli is now aged 19 years. He contimied to keep good 
health. He was -^vithdrawn from the Mayo College during the year in order 
to give him an insight into the working and management of his Jagir. 

The question of releasing the estate of Bakshi Earn Swarup Singh and 
Bakshi Madlio Singh was under the consideration of the State Council. (The 
estate has since been released). 

Raja Gopal Singh is reading at the Mayo College and is making 
satisfactorj' progress. 

Raja ]\Iadho Singh a promising boy, who was also reading at the Mayo 
College died of enteric at Bharatpur in June 1917. Raja Madho Singh had 
given e\’idence of gre.at promise throughout his successful career at the 
College and liis untimely death was deeply regretted. The Principal of the 
Mayo College addressed the following condolence letter to the Political 
Agent, E.S.R.: — 

“ AcknoAvledge with very great regret tlie receipt of your letter, 
containing the news of the sad and untimely death of Raja Madho Singh of 
Bharatpur, a student of gre;it promise and high character and would request 
you Idndly to communicate my expressions of condolence and sympathy to the 
Raja’s family”. 

50. Sadabart. — This Department consists of two branches <1) 
Religious and (2) Charitable. The former Branch supervises the management 
of temples and other religious institutions and particularly of those Avhich get 
allowances from the State. It also super\dses Barniwala (men who pray 
daily for the Avelfare and prosperity of His Highness the Maharaja Sahib) 
and decides the cases concerning the nomination and succession of Mahants 
&c. &c. The other branch looks after the distribution of alms to priests, 
Avidows, orphans and the poor. This Department also distributes food to 
the poor and helpless at Bhaivatpur and CoA'ardhan &c. Bakhshi Madho 
Singh was in charge of this Department throughout the year under report. 


.51. Toshekhana. — Lala Bahadur Singh Toshekhana Officer died 
on the 5th February 1917 and was succeeded by Piarey Lai, Munsarim or 
Assistant Toshekh.ana Officer. Lala DAvarka Prasad son of Lala Bahadur 
Singh Avas appointed Munsarim in the place of Pandit Piarey Lai. This 
Department remained in the charge of the Miscellaneous Member, State 
Council, Bharatpur till the 9th July 1917, Avhen it was placed under His 
Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur. 

This Department is in charge of the jewellery, ornament, dresses 
and other valuables of the State. Cold and silver articles, chauries and 
Punkhas of iAmry and Sandal are also made in this Department for the use 
of His Highness the Mahanaja Sahib Bahadur and for presentation to 
distinguished guests. 

52. Kothi Khas. — This Department has the folloAving functions: — 

(1) It looks after the furnishing of the Darbar Hall, State House’s 
’ and Bungalows, , ,, , 
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(2) It supervises the Camp furniture, tents &c. &c. 

(3) It looks after the Chobdars, farrashes, cooks, IChichnatgars 

and Kahars &c. &c. 

(4) It arranges for the entertainment of Eui’opean guests. 

Kunwar Jadubir Singh remained in charge of the Department during 
the year under report. 

53. Kothar Department, — As stated in the pre^doub administra- 
tion Reimrts, tliis Department supplies grains and other pro^^sions to State 
Departments requiring them and also arranges for the entertainment of Indian 
guests. 

The yearly requirements of the Department are, as a rule, purchased 
locally in bulk at the time of the hai’vests. The produce of grains however 
not being abundant in the year under report tlie rates of grains remained 
fluctuating and unfavourable at the time of the Rabi harvest and the purchase 
of grains for the State Kotliar was therefore somewhat delayed I'esulting in 
some loss to the States. Steps have been taken to ensure tl)e purchase of 
full supplies for the Kothar at the proper seasons in future. 

The question of standardization of weights and measures in the State 
has been decided by the Council and the Government Mint Master at Calcutta 
is being addressed with a \uew to supply samifle weights and measures unth 
State seal inscribed thereon. 

The Darbar has adopted a seer of a uniform rveight of 80 British rupees 
(Kaldar rupees) and a yard of a uniform length of 3 feet or 36 inches as in 
British India 

54. State Stables. — Mahommed Yasin Khan continued to be in 
charge of the Stable as its Superintendent. The number of horses at the 
commencement of the year was 128 out of which 2 old horses that were 
cast were sold and 5 died. Four horses were sent to Deoli for the use of 
ex-Maharaja Ram Singh. 16 new horses were purchased during the year. 
The number of horses at the close of the year was 133. There were 24 
camels at the commencement of the year, and 8 new camels were purchased, 
bringing the total number to 32 camels at the close of the year. The 
number of mrdes at the commencement of the year was 7, of wliich one mule 
was sent to Deoli. Eight new mules were purchased during the year leaving 
14 mules at the close of the year. Nine new carriages, consisting of 3 
phaetons and six tongas, were purchased during the year, bringing the total 
number of carriages in the Stable to 111. The budget grant for the Stable 
amounted to Rs, 80,028 and the actual expenditm’e fo Rs. 96,578. The 
excess of expenditure was chiefly under the sub head “Feed of horses,” 
“repairs to carriages” and“purchase of saddle”. 

55. Gao Khana — Chaudhri Bakhtawar Singh continued to hold 
charge of this Department during the year under report. This Department 
looks after the State Cattle, milch cows and buffaloes, raths and carts. The 
State Dairy is also managed by it. 
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The total expenditure during the year was Us, 21,502 against Rs. 31,038 
in the last year. The total income was Us. 2,744. 

56. Filkhana Department. — Owing to serious irregularities dis- 
covered in the accounts of the Department, Chaudhri Govind Singh was 
removed and Faujdar Parshadi Lai, a Sardar Raj, was ap])ointed as the Fil- 
Khaua Officer. The number of elephants continued to be 4, one female ele- 
phant was sold during the year and one male elephant was purchased instead. 

57. State Gazette. — The Gazette is published fortnightly in Urdu 
aud Hindi under the supervision of the Revenue Member, State Council. 
It is increasing in popularit^’^ and its circulation has arisen to about 2,000 
copies. All official notifications, appointments and transfers and other 
important announcements are published in the Gazette. It has now become 
self supporting, the expenditure falling well within the receipts, 

58. Veterinary Department. — There are three Veterinary dis- 
pensaries in the districts, at Baj^ana, Dig and Gopalgarh and one Veterinary 
Hospital at Bharatpur. The latter is under the charge of a Senior Veterinary 
Assistant. The number of animals treated at the three dispensaries was 
20,032, of which 85 were in door and 19,947 outdoor. At Bharatpui’, the 
number of animals treated was 18,477 of which 462 were in door and 18,015 
outdoor. The number of mares covered by 11 donkey stallions was 192 and 
that by 5 horse stallions 142, 'as against 151 and 90 respectively of the 
preceding year. As a result of the covering, 32 mules and 36 colts and 
fillies were produced during the year. Dr. Lakshmi Narain, Senior Veteri- 
nary Assistint has continued to discharge his duties with diligence and 
great care. 

59. Mules Paddock. — The subject of encouraging mule breeding 
in Bharatpur State had been engaging the serious attention of the Durbar 
since the j^ear 1912 when a special conference was held at Bharatpur for the 
purpose. The Conference then resolved: — 

(1) that mares of large size and of good breed be given to the Zamindars 
by the State on Taccavi system aud that they should be registered and 
branded for service by the State Donkey Stallion. Zamindars taking tlie 
mares should be under an obligation to breed the mares and not to sell them. 

(2) that large size mares belonging to the Zamindars who agree to 
have them served by the Donkey Stallion be also registered and branded. 

(3) that only mares so registered and branded should be served by 
the State donkey stallion. 

(4) that registration should he held twice a year at each Tchsil head 
quarters in April and October in the presence of the Deputy Collector, an 
officer of the Transport Corps and the Veterinary Assistant. 

(51 that at the time when the registering takes place, the Committee 
should inspect the 3 ^oung mules in the Tehsil and select them to be purchas- 
ed. The Tehsildar should see that the 3 "Oung mules are assembled at the 
time of the Committee’s visit. 
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(6) that Zamindars^who 'desire to produce their j^oung mules for 
inspection at any time other than tliat fixed for the meeting of the Tehsil 
Committee can bring them to TMiaratpur whenever they like. 

(7) ' tliat all young mules showing fair promise will be bought by the 
State, and the piice to be given to the Zamindar in each case A\nll be fixed 
by the Committee with reference to the quality of the mule. Young mules 
will be inspected for State purchase wlien they are 6 1 months old or over. 

Accordingly, good mares are purchased every year from Horse fairs at 
a price ranging from Es. 150 to Es. 200 per head and are given away to the 
Zamiudars at cost price which is recovered in six annuallinstalments. The 
height of mares is between 13-3 and 14-2 hands. The number of such 
breeding mares that were with the Zamindars was 70. Donkey Stallions of 
superior breed have been imported from Hissar, Karnal and Moona farms in 
the Punjab and have^^been posted, one each, at the head-quarters of every 
Tehsil in the State. Young mules produced b^" under-size mares of 12-2 
hands and which are over 6 months in age, are purchased and takenunto the 
Mules Paddock, The price paid to the Zamindars for one such mule is at 
the rate of Es. 8 for every month of the age of the mule, or Es. 48 in all 
for 6 months. Similarly, the mules produced hy mares of 14.2 size are pur- 
chased at the rate of Es. 12 for everj^ month of the age, or Es. 72 for an 
animal of 6 months. The Paddock maintains the mules so purchased until 
they are 4 5 ^ears old, and sells away those which gi’OAV to the Standard height 
to the Imperial Service Transport Corps and the Infantry at Es. 250 per 
head, while those which are undersize to the State Stables at Es. 200 per 
head forlworking in the Tongas, The number of mxiles sold to the Imperial 
Service Transport Corps duinng the 3 ^ear was 6 and and to the State Stables 
8, or 14 animals in'all. One mule died lea\nng 77 mules in the Paddock of 
different age, varying between 6 months and 3 years. The average monthly 
cost for feeding and upkeep of one mule in the Paddock is Es. 4-8. 
Endeavourft continue to be made to further reduce the expenditure and to 
bring it down to a level of Es. 4 per mensem per head. The reduction in 
the maintenance charges has been brought about by establishing an 
Agricultural Farm in the Paddock itself, the produce of Avliich is utilized 
towards feeding the animals. The Farm is being worked economically on 
business lines, and it is to be hoped, that gradually as the business expands, 
the price of the mule sold AviU fully cover its maintenance charges and will 
also show some margin of profit in favour of the Paddock. Among the 
distinguished personages who visited the Paddock during the year were the 
Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor General in Eajputana, the Political Agent, 
Eastern Eajputana States, His Highness the Maharaja Sahab Bahadur, His 
Highness the Eaja Sahab of Faridkot. The Hon’ble the Agent to the 
Governor General in Eajputana was pleased to make the follo^ving remarks 
in the ^dsiting Book. — 

‘T have been very interc&ted in seeing the Paddock toda 3 ^ The whole 
business of mule production for the State Transport Corps and other pur- 
poses appears now to be running on very sound and economical lines and the 
young stock to be seen on the premises look a very promising lot”. 
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The Paddock is under tlie direct supervision of the Revenue Member, 
State Council. 

60. Vikalats. — The State maintains 4 Vikalats at Abu, Jaipur, Agra 
and i\Iuttra. Pandit Fateh Singh continued to be Vakil at Abu, Chaube 
Bansi TDliar.^at Jaipur, Babu Eaghbur Dayul at Agra and Babu Chandar 
Shekar at Muttra. Pandit Fateh Singh represents the Bharatpur Durbar 
at the Court of Vakils at Abu which is presided over by the Hon’ble the 
Agent to the Governor General in Rajputana, and Chaube Bansi Dhar at 
the Panchayat^i Court at Jaipur, The Valdl at Agra looks after the State 
property at Agra, while the Vakil at ^Muttra manages the landed property 
situatedun Muttra District where the State holds Mafi and Zainindari rights. 
The Vakil [^atHAgra recovered a sum of lls. B,015 out of a total demand of 
Rs. 4,228, TheractuaP^expenditure amounted to Rs, 6,649. The Vakil at 
i\[uttra recovei’ed a sum of Rs. 16,245, against Rs. 8,496 of the preceding 
year. The recoveries show a marked impi‘o\'^ement over the figures of the 
preceding year. A sum of Rs. 15,380 was still due from the Zamindars.as 
arrears and it is to be hoped that this amount A^dll be cleared off gradually. 
The actual expenditure during the year amounted to Rs. 5,811. 

^ \ 

61. State Band. — The full strength of the State Band is 
bandsmen and 16 recruits. The latter are permanently maintained and kept 
under training to make good casualties among regular bandsmen. 

The expenditure during the year was Rs. 16,306 as against Rs. 16,182 
in the year before. 

The Band department maintains a Band Rund to which the share of the 
Stite, which is two thirds of the earnings of the Band derived from private 
eng.agements, is credited. The remaining one third is disti’ibuted among 
the bandsmen. The main object of maintaining .the Fund is to give aid to 
the widows of the bandsmen and also to meet petty -expenditure whencyer 
necessary. 

The scale of Band fees stands as below: — 

Ftdl Band ... Rs. 65. 

Half Band of 30 men Rs. 40. 

Band of 15 men ... , Rs. 25. 

If the Band is hired to play at out-stations every bandsman receives 
an allowance of annas eight per diem and the State Band Master receives 
Rs. 7-8-per diem from the person who engages the Band. 

A 'String J Band ' has also been started . during the year. It is in its 
infancy now, but it is’ hoped that when completed it will be as popular as the 
State Band. ' ' 

It is very" satisfactory to note that the State Band enjoys the same high 
reputation i and popularity, tboth in and outside the State, , which it has gainejd 
during the past, .under the training of -Mr. W. A..Gaitely. 



62. Ganga Mundir & Juma Musjid. — These two religious 
buildings owe their ori^n and existence to the charitj^ o£ the State and the 
generosity of her people. The State supplies them with stone from the 
State stone quarries at cost price only i. e., free of supervision and profit 
charges. 

The Mundir is not yet completed owing to the carving being artistic 
and elaborate Avhich takes time. The construction work on Mundir has been 
in abeyance for several years past but during the last two years a good deal 
of work has her ■ carried out. A gate-wa 3 ’’ to Mundir market has also been 
erected. 

The Musjid has since been completed. 

63. Wild Cattle Department — The Department continued to be 
in the charge of Sardar Jhanda Singh Shikargah Officer. The number of 
wild cattle in the State Ghana at the commencement of the year was 187, of 
which 22 died and 16 more w^ere impounded during the year, leaving a 
balance of 181 cattle. The fuel wood is stocked for sale by this Department 
and is supplied to various State Departments and to private persons also. 
Grazing of public cattle on payment of fee is also allowed in a portion of the 
Ghana. The total income realized on account of fees, sale of fuel wood and 
from other sources amounted to Rs. 10,441-11-5 duringthe year ascompared 
with Rs. 9,400 last year, showing an increase of Rs. 1,041-11-5. The total 
expenditure was Rs. 5,319 as against Rs. 5,320, of the last year. 

64. Shikargah. — This Department continued to remain in the charge 
of Sardar Jhanda Singh, On the 13th August 1917, it was placed under 
His Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur, The total income during the 
year was Rs, 237-6-4 as against Rs. 101-7-4 of the previous year. 

The total expenditure including maintenance charges of animals &c. 
during the 3 ^ear was Rs. 10,936-12-0 against Rs. 9,903 of the previous year. 
None but those especially exempted are aUowed to shoot without a license 
for which a fee is charged. Cultivators are granted free licenses to scare 
away or to kill wild animals which may be found actually damaging their 
crops. 


65. Walter-Krit-Hitkarni Sabha. — The executive committee 
of the Sabha consists of three Members and one Secretary and Rao 
Bahadur Dhau Bakhslii Raghubir Singh is its President. Upto now one of 
its members acted as Secretary also but during the year under report Pt. 
Lalita Prashad, Ved-Bhushan, who is a Sanskrit Scholar and Lecturer, was 
appointed its whole time Secretary. During the year under report there were 
141 marriages and 108 obsequies among the Rajput Thlkurs of this State 
and the rules of Sabha were fuUy observed in all. The Regent of a bride 
who was in straitened circumstances was given a help of Rs. 25 from the 
Sabha Fund. Two meetings of the Local Sabha were held during the year 
on the 5th February 1917 and 24th September 1917 and were presided over 
by Rao Bahadur Dhau Bakhshi Raghubir Singh. These meetings were 
fuUy attended by aU the Members of the Sabha including the Tehsildars and 
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Panchs of the Rajput Thakurs, The work of the Local Sabha was approved 
by the G-eneral Sabha for the whole of Rajputana. Colonel Hardwari Singh 
attended the meetings of the General Sabha at Ajmer in January 1917 as a 
representative of the Bharatpur Sabha, Sabhas have also been started among 
several of the other castes to improve their Social and economic condition and 
their work, though in a preliminary Stage is going on smoothly on the 
lines of the Rajput Sabha. A large meeting of the Jats of this State was 
held on the 28tli October 1917 under the presidentship of Rao Bahadur 
Dhau Bakhshi Ragubir Singh. The rules and regulations were framed for 
marriages and obsequies &c. and all presents were requested to observe 
them and encourage others to do the same. Brahman Sabha has also been 
started and rules and regulations are being framed therefor. 

Deorhis. — Tliis Department which is no Department in reality but 
an estitc if the mother of the ruling Chief, was under His Highness the 
Maharaja Sahib for some time but again transferred to the Miscellaneous 
Member. It is under the direct control of Her Highness the Maji Sahiba C. 
I. and its correspondence on important matters with the Political Agent and 
the State is cixrried on through the Miscellaneous Member
